ilfinistry  has  sent  the  foflowing  telegram  to  the  governments  of  the 
free  stetes: 

"In  deep  distress,  and  weighed  down  by  cares,  the  German  people 
have  waitad  throogfa.  the  mondis  of  tfie  armistice  for  the  peace  con- 
ditions. Their  publication  has  brooi^t  the  bitterest  disappointment 
and  grief  to  the  entire  people.  A  public  expression  ought  to  be  given 
these  ffeefings  by  all  Germans. 

'*The  imperial  government  requissts  that  the  free  stetes  having 
pnUic  amusements  suspend  them  for  a  wedc  and  allow  in  the  theatres 
only  Ibch  productions  as  cofr9q>ond  to  the  seriousness  of  these 
Irievous  dajrs."

Farty  I^oeden  Confer 

BERLIN.  THURSDAY,  May  8. — 
The  parllamontary  leaders  of  all  fac- 
tions, who  are  in  Berlin  to  attend 
tt  coroiaittee  meeting,  admit  that  they 
were  st^oned  by  the  scvereness  of  the 
proposed  peace  terms.  Beyond 
casual  comment,  however,  they  de- 
clined to  discuss  the  Entente's  condi- 
tions or  details  or  to  forecast  the 
assembly's    probable   attlCude. 

A  leading  member  ot  the  Indepen- 
dent Socialists  declared  the  peace 
offered  was  wholly  dictatorial  and 
that  its  revision  was  posslbla  only 
tbrou.!;h  a  world   revolution. 

VEUSAILL.KS.  May  9. — The  Ger- 
man delegates  to  the  peace  congress 
quartered  here  conferred  among 
themselves  all  last  evening.  The-con- 
feronce  lasting  until  midnight.  Six 
members  of  the  mission  have  left 
for  Berlin,  three  of  these  being  news- 
popermcn  who  are  repotted  to  have 
been  oommissonod  to  begin  a  press 
campaign  at   home.

Strike  Involving  workers  employed  In 
practically  all  of  the  large  cemeteries 
here  and  In  San  Mateo  County,  south 
of  here,  was  ended  yesterday  after 
being  In  effect  more  than  one  month, 
by  the  men  being  granted  a  wage 
increase.  The  men  demanded  an  In- 
crease from  14  to  $'6  a  day.

HRE  WORKS  HAVOC 

AT  ABERDEEN  YARD 

ABERDEEN,  May  9.— Fire  of  mys- 
terious origin  tonight  destroyed  a 
4,000-ton  twin  screw  wooden  hull  in 
an  advanced  stage  of  construction, 
with  adjoining  ways,  sheds  and  dpcks 
at  the  Gray's  Harbor  Motorahlp  Cor- 
poration Hhipyards  here.  The  total 
losrfNs  eutimated  at  $600,000. 

A  favorable  wind,  driving  the 
flames  and  smoke  over  the  harbor, 
appears  to  have  been  all  that  saved 
from  destruction  the  entire  plant, 
with  three  uncompleted  hulls  and 
seven  vessels  moored  at  its  docks. 
The  Are  was  discovered  shortly  after 
6  o'clock  under  a  dock,  and  at  the 
same  time  another  blaze  under  the 
machine  shop  docks  appeared.  The 
latter  was  e;ctlnguished  by  employes. 

The  burned  vessel  was  one  of  the 
last  contracted  for  by  the  Motorshlp 
Corporation  for  the  Emergency  Fleet 
Corporation.  A  force  of  caul)cers 
was  to  have  begun  work  on  It  within 
a  few  days. 


WINNIPEG,  May  9. — The  heads  of 
the  local  labor  movement  report  no 
change  in  the  strike  situation.  It  was 
estimated  tonight  that  more  than 
9,000  votes  had  been  cast  and  while 
no  official  returns  are  made  it  Is 
claimed  that  the  vote .  Is  overwhelm- 
ingly in  favor  of  a  general  strike. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  amalgamated 
postal  workers  a  vote  of  260  to  19 
was  registered-  In  favor  of  a  sympa- 
thetic strike  with  the  building  and 
metal  trades. 

The  secretary  also  was  Instructed  to 
fequest  the  general  executive  to  call  a 
strike  vote  and  to  wire  each  brSnch, 
requesting  those  to  do  the  same  In 
support  of  their  demand  of  last  July 
and  amended  at  the  Saskatoon  gath- 
ering. The  last  named  vote  la  en- 
tirely Independent  of  the  other  or 
qi48ldw.,  sonaiderattoai^  ^la^'lnt  refers 
ence  only  to  Amalgamated  Postal 
Workers'  grievances. 

TORONTO,  May  9. — The  Toronto 
Icttef  carriers  this  afternoon  threat- 
ened to  Join'  the  strikers  of  other 
unions,  and  it  is  said  they  were  re- 
strained with  dltncolty  from  so  doing. 
The  non-appearance  in  the  House  of 
Commona  of  the  bill  which  was  to  flx 
salfrles  tnd  conditions  for  the  year 
was  the  subject  of  strong  disapproval, 
and  many  delegates  to  the  meeting 
declared  In  favor  of  an  Immediate 
strike.  The  executive  eventually  per- 
suaded the  men  to  leave  the  matter  in 
their  hands. 

The  strike  of  metal  trades  contin- 
ues, and  both  sides  to  the  dispute,  pro- 
fess to  be  standing  Arm. 

EMPRESS  LEAVES 
WITH  SOLDIERS 

FROM  SIBERIA 

VLADIVOSTOK.  Siberia,  May  9. — 
(By  W.  E.  Playfair,  Canadian  Press.) 
— The  steamship  Empress  of  Japan 
sailed  today  with  the  balance  of  the 
2A0th  Battalion  and  details,  a'  total  of 
700  men  of  all  ranks. 

The  steamship  Empress  of  Russia 
is  due  to  sail  about  May  18  with  the 
remainder  of  the  Canadian  Expedi- 
tionary Force,  with  the  exception  of 
the  necessary  administrative  details 
who  wll^  remain  here  for  sonte  time. 


OTTAWA,  May  9.— The  appoiht- 
ment  of  Dr.  J.  W.  Robertson  as  Can- 
adian Director  of  Food  Supplies,  a 
position  which  has  been  created  at 
the  request  of  the  Supreme  Economic 
Council  of  the  Allied  Governments, 
was  announced  tonight  by  T.  A. 
Crerar,  Minister  of  Agriculture.  Dr. 
Robertson's  duties  wfll  rela|e  only  ty 
the  sale  of  Canadian  agricultural  pro- 
ducts in  Europe. 

The  statement  is  as  follows: 

"The  food  situation  in  Europe  has 
been  engaging  the  close  attention  of 
the  Supreme  Bconomlc  CounciL  wbiclL 
was  created  by  the  Allies  some  time 
ago  to  supervise  the  economic,  and 
particularly  the  food  conditions,  in 
respect  to  relations  with  neutral  and 
enemy  countries.  This  council  will 
have  largely  to  do  with  the  distri- 
bution of  food  supplies  until  condi- 
tions In  Europe  get  back  to  'a  normal 
and  stable  basis. 

"Canada's  Interest  In  this  whole 
matter  has  been  receiving  the  atten- 
tion of  Dr.*  J.  W.  Robertson,  who  has 
been  In  close  touch  at  all  times  with 
Sir  Robert  Borden.  The  Prime  Min- 
ister has  cabled  that  a  shott  time 
ago  a  proposal  was  made  that  Canada 
should  appoint  a  Canadian  Director 
of  Food  Suppli^M,  who  could  keep 
closely  In  touch  with  the  whole  food 
situation.  The  proposal  was  agreed 
to.  and  Canada  was  asked  to  appoint 
a  representative  whose  official  title 
should  be  Canadian  Director  of  Food- 
stuffs. This,  of  course,  has  reference 
only  to  the  sale  of  Canadian  agri- 
cultural products  In  Europe  during 
the  reconstruction  period  that  Europe 
is  now  passing  through* 

"It  is  felt  that  Dr.  Robertson  Is  ez- 
aepUonally  weU  qtifUfled  <or  ihis 
task.  His  khowledg«  of  Bvrepe  gdn« 
erally,  his  acquaintanceship  ,J^t|^  all 
the  iMdlng  hieifNI^K^^IIdelawd  wfih 
this  work  In  Europe  and  his  ability 
well  qualifled  him  for  this  very  im- 
portant work.  When  In  Europe  last 
Summer,  as  the  r^resentatlVe-  of  the 
Dominion,  he  met  and  conferred  with 
leading  officials  In  the  British, 
French  and  Italian  mlntotrleft  of  food. 
In  addition,  he  had  the  distinction 
of  addressing  the  Italian  Chamber 
of  Deputies.  It  is  believed  in  this 
position  Dr.  Robertson  will  be  able  to 
render  real  service  to  Canada."

WASHINaTON.  May  9.— In  response 
to  an  Inquiry  from  Secretary  Tumulty. 
President  Wilson  cabled  today  In  regard 
to  the  promise  he  had  given  France. 

"Happily,  there  is  no  mystery  or' 
privacy  about  what  I  have  promised 
the  Qovernment  here."  the  President 
cabled.  "I  have  promised  to  propose  tq 
the  Senate  a  supplement.  In  which  we 
shall  acree.  subject  to  tb  approVal  of 
the  council  of  the  League  of  Nations,  to 
come  Immediately  to  the  assis'ainco  of 
France  In  case  of  unprovoked  attack 
by  Ofkmany,  thus  merely  hastening  the 
actleh^to  which  we  should  be  l>ound  by 
the  covenant  of  the  League  of  Nations. 

PAJtIS  May  ft. — The  engagement  for 
Joint  action  by  Great  Britain  and  the 
United  SUtes  to  assist  France  in  ease 
of  an  unprovoked  attack  excited  greater 
interest  and  satisfaction  In  French  off!- 
eUfli  -Mid  military  quarters  than  fhe^ 
treaty.  It  is  understood  to  have  been 
the  ealmlnatlon  of  conferences  held  by 
Pi«mier  CleffisaesAu  and  Marshal  Toeit, 
The  latter- sought  the  advanced  rail  I- 
tafy  view  for  complete  defensive  pro- 
tection, white  the  Premier  sought  to 
reconcile  this  with '  the  rtore  moderate 
view  held  in  the  conference  and  empha- 
sised the  difflcultlea  attendant  upon 
Joint  .action  by  Great  BriUln  and  the 
United  Slates.  The  announcement  of 
the  i»roposed  Joint  action  of  those  two 
eountries  has  the  effect  of  harmonising 
the  views  of  M.  Clemenceau  and  Mar- 
shal Focb  on  the  adequacy  of  French 
security  arainst  Germany. 

It  is  understood  that  the  action  re- 
quires approval  by  the  United  States 
Senate  In  order  to  make  the  pledge 
effective,  and  If  this  approval  is  given 
by  resolution  or  otherwise,  the  ensage- 
ment  would  then  be  submitted  for  ap- 
presral  to  the  League  of  Nations  coun- 
cil. 


«  PARIS,  May  9.— The  Italian  difficulty  is  as  £ar  from  settlement 
as  ever,  according  to  the  French  press,  which  asserts  that  President 
Wilson  maintains  his  position,  and  it  is  not  believed  he  will  depart 
from  it  in  the  sUghtest.  He  has  not  adhered  to  the  proposed  com^ 
promise,  by  which  lUly  would  administer  Fiume  as  mandatory  of 
the  League  of  Nations  until  1923,  after  which  Fiume  would  revert 
to  Italian  sovereignty,  the  Jugo-Slavs  being  given  a  port  a  few  miles 
lower  down  the  Adriatic  coast,  4t  is  stated. 

The  impression  in  French  conference  circles  is  that  Italy  is  tem- 
porarily abandoning  her  cUini  to  Fiume  and  will  exact  full  execution 
of  the  pact  of  London,  which,  as  it  involves  not  only  Dalmatia  but  the 
Dodecanesus  Islands,  will  raise  the  whole  Greek  problem  and  sin- 
gularly complicate  the  situation.        , 

BELGRADE.  May  9.— The  national  councils  at  Zara,  Fiume  and 
fSuBak  have  sent  telegrams  to  President  Wilson  expressing  gratitude 
to  him  for  defending  the  Jugo-Slav  peoples.  (Presumably  the  Jugo- 
slav representative  bodies  in  these  towns  are  meant.)  They  beg  the 
President  to  disregard  the  desires  of  the' Italians  with  reference  to

ARCHANGEL.  May  ».— Major- 
Ocn.  Ironsides,  commander-in-chief 
of  the  Alllad  forces  on  the  Archangel 
front,  reports  that  on  May  &  the 
enemy  bombarded  the  Allied  position 
on  the  Vaga  River  with  5,000  shells, 
and  subsequently  launched  two  In- 
fantry attacks.  The  Allied  oai^paltles 
were  slight. 

Frotn  Murmansk  Oeneral  Maynard 
reports  that  the*  forces  undar  him 
have  occupied  Korelska  Maaelga,  on 
Lak*  Segosero.  This  occurred  on 
May  8.  All  the  villages  on  the  laka 
ara  clear  of  the  Bolsheviki.

Laid  Before  Commission  at 
Moose  Jaw  —  Insufficient 
Pay  for  Civil  Servants. 
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M008B  JAW.  8s«k..  M»^  t.^— The 
ln4uatrt»l  tmreat  In  tho  Weet  waa 
ytaeed  at  tbo  door  of  the  Federal 
Oovernment  by  several  wltneaaes  at 
the  afternoon  eeaalon  of  the  Mathers' 
Conxinlwlon  her«  today.  inaotlTUy 
waa  ehargad,  and  alao  failure  to  fuN 
flll  promiaaa  made  to  the  people  at 
the  last  election  and  since,  ^here 
was  also  complaint  that  the  coit  of 
Uvinf  had  always  l4l  wa<efi,  with  the 
result  that  there  was  no  chance  for 
the  worker  to  cet  even  or  to  put  aiiy* 
thinv  away  for  the  lean  y«ars.  The 
commission  finished  it*  Investigations 
and  left  for  the  Btct  on  the  afteri* 
noon  train. 

The  first  witneMT  of  the  afternoon 
was  James  SoRMrrtlle,  representing 
the  maohlniats'  union,  and  he  stated 
that  one  of  the  principal  causes  of 
uhrest  lay  In  the  want  of  confldenca 
by  the  workers.  There  also  was  a 
feeUnf  among  the  workers  of  his 
trade  that  they  had  never  received 
a  fair  deal,  and  that  there  had  been 
too  much  profl  leering  by  those  higher 
up  during  the  war.  He  thought  that 
the  control  of  Industry  would  have  to 
be  dtianged'  from  private  to  pqbllc 
administration.  He  was  in  favor  of 
social  control  of  all  industries,  and 
the  jefnt  council  proposed  iplght 
help,  he  thought. 

Thomas  1.  Q&ver.  of  the  Western 
Canada  Interior  Association,  stated  that 
one  of  the  causes  of  unrest  tlbii,t  be  had 
found  was  the  wages  which  were  paid 
by  the  Oovernment  to  civil  service  em- 
_ployees.  The  low  wages  had  brought 
about  the  postal  «miHoyee8'  strike.  In* 
vestlgation  of  the  salaries  paid  civil 
servants  in  the  Dominion  Lands  branch 
would  have  to  come  because  men  could 
not  live  on  what  wall  being  paid.  He 
declared  that  the  civil  service  oommis*. 
sion  was  as  slow  ^  the  Oovernment, 
and  "in  hla  opinion  that  was  saying 
something. 

Amoas  the  witnesses  during  the 
morning  was  Mrs.  William  Allen,  school 
trustee,  elected  on  the  labor  ticket.  Mrs. 
Allen  gave  evidence  as  to  the  reasons 
connected  with  the  unrest  evident  in  the 
ranks  of  organised  labor.  Questioned 
as  to  whether  the  literature  which  the 
workers  were  reading  might  be  the 
cause,  she  stated  that  she  war  not  ac- 
4iuainted  with  the  literature,  but  was 
inclined  to  the  opinion  that  the  cause 
lay  in  the  desire  of  the  worker  to  get 
-a  greater  share  of  what  his  labor  pro-' 
duced.  Mrs.  Allen  waa  asked  whether 
the  feet  that  eeruitt  literature  had 
been  banned  might  not  have  oausH  un- 
rest. She  stated  that  it  was  a  veil 
kneWn  fact  that  a  book  which  wka  for* 
bidden  was  generally  the  one  which  was 
sought.  Mrs.  Allen  thought  that  the 
desire  for  better  working  conditions  and 
living  conditions  so  as  to  give  their 
chllA-en  a  greater  ohanco  In  Ufa  li^ul 
otM  of  the  reasons  for  unrest.         **,'!'

LONDON.  May  9. — After  meeting* 
to  consider  the  terms  of  peace  im- 
posed upon  Germany  by  the  Allied 
and  Associated  nations,  the  national 
executive  committee  of  the  British 
Labor  Party  last  night  issued  a  mani- 
festo declaring  the  treaty  in  some  es- 
sential points  "opposed  to  the  de- 
clarations of  President  Wilson,  of  the 
Allied  LAbor  conference  and  the 
Berne  conference.-  and  V^ry  defective 
from  a  standpoint  of  world  peace." 

"It  bears  evidence  of  a  compromise 
by  Capitalism  and  imperialism,  whieh 
still  dominate  Buropean  states,"  the 
manifesto  declares.

VIce-PrjBsident  Hall  Says  Com- 
pany Will  Be  Ready  to  Carry 
On  Traffic  When  Proper 
Moment  Arrives. 


MONTREAL.  May  9. — "The  appli- 
cation of  the  Canadian  Pacific  for  an 
•air  charter,'  "  sal^  Mr.  Grant  Hall, 
vice-president  of  the  C.P.R.,  "la  only 
natural  when  one  considers  that' we 
are  approaching  a  new  epocb  in  air 
transport  as  applied  to  commerce. 
Bven  before  the  war  a  diQigible  air- 
ship maintained  a  regular  passenger 
service  hetween  Frankfort  and  Ber- 
lin fo  rtwo  years,  and  during  the 
war  the  progress  in  aerial  transit  has 
been  phenomenal.  Much  of  It  has 
been  due  to  the  skill  and  daring  of 
Canadian  lyers. 

"Although  at  present  aerial  trans- 
port is  a  distinctly  expensive  matter, 
the  progress  belrfg  made  in  aero- 
planes and  dirigibles  is  so  rapid, 
however,  that  it  is  quite  In  order  for 
a  company  such  as  the  C.P.R.  to  be 
ready  to  enter  the  field  as  soon  as  air 
transportation  comea  within  range  of 
practical  policy.  Although  there  are 
areas  in  Canada  which  will  for  a  long 
time  present  dlfflculties,  particularly 
to  aviators,  these  are  otber  areas 
which  conform  to  the  requirements  of 
the  experts.  Take  for  instance,  the 
Western  Prairies,  which  offer  the 
conditions  described  by  Colonel  Seely 
as  vital,  namely  that  they  are  regions 
where  there  are  wide  spaces  with 
almost  complete  absence  of  the  air- 
man's real  enemy — fog  and  mist — 
not  wind.  It  is  there  where  air  trav- 
elling might  be  made  profitable. 

"There  are,  howevfr,  many  costly 
features  about  an  air  service  by  means 
of  aeroplane  which  wilt  militate 
against  any  hope  of  Very  low  rate, 
particularly  the  necessity  of  auitable 
landing 'spaces  at  frequent  intervals 
In  case  of  engine  troiilile. 

"In  a  word,  the  future  of  commer- 
cial air  tranasportatlon  is  bound  up 
In  the  question  of  cost,  but  we  are  of 
the  opinion  that  with  the  engineering 
and  Operating  resources  which  the 
C.P.R.  always  has  been  able  to  com- 
mand, we  should  be  able  to  enter  the 
field  with  confidence  when  the  time 
seems  ripe."  .. 


EH  DEFEND 
OF  ARGYLL  BE 


Sir  Edward  Kemp  Says  Staff 
Ovierseas  Is  Doing  Good 
Work — Arrivals  on  Maure- 
tania  at  Halifax,  , 


HALIFAX,  May  ».— The  Cunard 
liner  Mauretanla  docked  at  Halifax 
this  morning  with  4,000  returning 
Canadian  soldiers,  nmde  up  of  Nos.  1. 
2  and  3  brigades  of  artillery  or  siege 
batteries,  under  command  of  General 
Andrew  McNaughton.  DJi.O.,  and  a 
few    other   details. 

Among  tho  91  civilian  passengers 
brbught  out  by  the  Mauretanla  were 
Sir  Edward  Kemp,  Canadian  Overseas 
Minister  of  Militia;  81r  Charles  Ross, 
81r  Percy  and  Lady  Daniels  arid  Mrs. 
Whitelaw  Reld. 

Sir  Edward  Kemp  vigorously  de- 
fended Argyll  House,  Canadian  head- 
quarters In  London,  upon  his  arrival 
here. 

Of*  the  thotwand  officers  who  had 
been  attached  to  the  Canadian  Expe- 
ditionary Force,  he  did  not  Iwlleve 
a  dosen  could  he  found  who  would 
say  anything  against  the  work  done 
at  Argyll  House.  The  facts  of  the 
matter  were  that  the  stafl  at  Argyll 
House  had  accomplished  a  stupen- 
dous work  under  exceptionally  severe 
dlfflculties. 

It  was  only  a  question  of  time  l>e- 
fore  the  problems,  precipita,ted  prin- 
cipally by  the  anxiety  of  the  men  t* 
get  home,  would  work  out  their  own 
solution.  It  was  the  anxiety  to  get 
home  more  (Quickly  than  ships  could 
be  found  to  get  them  home  which 
was  responsible  for  the  KInmel  Park 
riots. 

Sir  Edward  paid  a  feeling  tribute 
to  the  Argyll  House  staff,  stating  that 
they  were  working  In  the  greatest 
poflslble  co-openitlon  in  an  endeavor 
to  get  the  men  uiome  as  quickly  as 
possible.  Since  the  slgninc  of  the* 
armistice,  140.000  men  had  been  re- 
turned. The  ISO.OOO  remaining  should 
be  home  by  the  end  of  July,  with 
good  luck  and  no  untoward  later  de- 
relopments.      In    this   connection.    Sir

Jf  Wavta>  and 
Cseeho-Slovakla,  the  now  statss  being 
ereated  by  the  Counotl  of.  Four,  are 
entitled  to  the  guarantees  that  are  to 
be  given  to  Frano*.  Italy  aaight 
readily  claim  exactly  the  same  nasur- 
ancsir  of  tmatMi^y  ,  from  attack  by 
Oonnan-AnstrUi  lOr  ^Auro-Slavin.  It 
the  nations  enumerated  are  net  en- 
titled to  be  included  In  the  safeguard 
implied  by  the  jyoposofl  Triplo 
Power  Contract,  then  It  I*  at  least 
pertinent  to  Inquire  what  Is  the 
guaranteO'Ot  the  peace  of  the  world. 
The  League  ot  l^atlona  is  to  operate 
In  the  Interests  of  every  nation  which 
is. a  member  of  the  pact,  but,  as  well, 
France  Is  to  l^ave  the  additional  guiir- 
antee  of  the  two  greatest  of  world 
PowtfB  ImmedUitely  coming  to  her 
asslsUn^e  It  slie  is  fbe  object  of  un- 
provoked attack  by  Germany.  This 
means  that  a  new  balance  of  power 
is  being  created. .  a  -aew  concert  to 
replace  the  former  concert  of 
Europe,  despite  the  tact  that  tha 
peopM  of  the  world  were  under  the 
Impression  that  all  necessity  for  such 
a  creation  was  obviated  by  the  mere 
existence  of  the  League  ot  Nations. 

Great  Britain  will  be  pertectly  will- 
ing to  enter  Into  such  a  contract  be- 
cause her  knowledge  of  European 
affairs  la  such  that  she  understands 
how  vital  is  the  necessity  for  such  a 
concert  of  j>ower.  France's  danger 
Is  41so  a. menace  to  the  British  X«)of>> 
and  were  it  hot  for  the  League  of 
Nations  hacdly  a  doubt  sxists  that 
Britain  would  be  prepared  to  -  enter 
inlo  a  defensive  alliance  with  France 
immediately.  Ultimately  it  will  bo  a 
group  of  Great  Powers.  •  not  »li  the 


Powers,  but  the  strongest  of  thom, 
who  will  guarantee  the  iroace  ot  the 
world,  but  the  Triple  Power  Contract, 
to  which  President  Wilson  has  given 
adhesion.  Implies  Immediate  protec-^ 
tlon  for  one  Oountry  only,  and  to  this 
extent  is  at  variance  with  his  League 
of  Nations  Ideal.  He  will  find  it  ex- 
tremely difficult  to  persuade  the 
American  people  that  the  proposal. Is 
one  they  should  adopt,  because,  strip- 
ped ot  all  casuistry,  it  amounts  to  an 
entangling  alliance.  Wars  develop  so 
rapidly  that  it  Is  sometimes  difficult 
ti  ascertain  who  Is  the  aggressor  and 
who  Is  the  attacked,  yet  under  th<^ 
IVIpIe  Power  qontnict,  the.  United 
Spates  would  be  pledged  to  send  an 
army  to  Europe,  possibly  without 
any  time  being  allowed  to  inquire 
into  the  causes  of  hostilities.  It  this 
Is  not  the  meaning  of  the  contract, 
then  It  is  a  nebulous  arrangement 
and  susceptible  to  misconstruction. 

*A  balance  of  power  and  a,  League 
of  Nations,  designed  to  become  a 
great  moral  force,  are  non-asslnAla- 
tive  ideas.  Pre^den^  Wilson  haa  In- 
sisted that  the  Lei^^e  ot  Nations 
should  be  Incorporated  in  'the  Peace 
Treaty  and  now  he  Is  to  propose  a 
supplement  to  that  treaty  which 
creatf  B  a  Triple  Power  Contract.  The 
natural  assumption  is  that  he  has 
doubts  himself  about  the  ofllcaey  of 
the  League.  In  any  case,  that  Is  the 
construction  the  world  'will  put  upon 
his  proposal.  •  Every  new  state  aris- 
ing out  of  the  ruins  of  war,'  and  tho 
old  states  which  fought  side  by  aide 
for  freedom  throughout  the  struggle, 
are  equally  entitled  to  be  guaranteed 
by  all  the  members  ot  the  Lesguo  of 
Nations  against  unprovoked  atUck, 
and  can  demand  the  same  powerful 
assistance  as  It  'la  proposed  to  accord 
to  France.

The  difficulty  and 
delays  of  personal  transit  are  among 
th*  chief  things  that  have  prevented 
a  more  rapid  opening  up  of  tho  valu- 
able stock-raising,  agricultural  and 
mineral  producing  areas  in  this  part 
of  Afrl<*.  With  the  provision  ot 
greater  personal  comforts  and  con- 
veniences there  should  be  big  Induce- 
ments to  push  on  the  more  mechani- 
cal part  of  Industrial  development.  InJ 
the  shapi;  ef  railway  and  factory  fa- 
cilities for  the  productlwn  and  dis- 
patch of  exportable  products.  With 
raj^td  and  frequent  mails,  and  an 
equally  rapid  aerial  pasuenger  ser\'ice 
for  those  who  are  in  a  hurry,  capital 
and  brains  must  Inevitably  gravitate 
to  those  parts  ot  the  world  which  of- 
fer the  freshest  and  most  profitable 
fields  for  development.  Among  these 
Ahodesia  occupies  a  foremost  place.

noon. But  white  the  ln«p«ctlon  tb» 
Jury  made  durlnc  ttie  week  of  dairies 
In  and  adjacent  to  ^e  city  showad 
that  milk-  production  Is  belna  car- 
ried on  under  satisfactory  sanitary 
coodltioas.  the  •  report  emphasises 
the  need  of  conUnued  vl«llance  on 
th«-  part  of  the  rauntelP**  authorl- 
ties. 

"It  Is  a  very  beneficial  thins  that 
th«  Orand  Jury  should  occasionally 
•zamine  Into  affairs  ooncernlna  the 
ptiblle  health,"  remarked  Chief  Jus- 
tloe  Hunter  <ollowln«  the  present- 
ment. "I  will  forward  this  report 
to  the  proper  authorities  with  the 
hone  that  it  wUl  receive  that  consider- 
ation It  deserves  and  not  be  cast  Into  a 
plaeon  hole,  as  has  been  too  often 
the  course  followed  with  previous 
recommendations  of  the  Grand  Jury." 
His  Lordship  dlscharced  the  Grand 
Jury,  thanklnar  it  for  the  attention 
alven  to  It*  work  durlna  the  present 
Assizes.     The  report  was  as  follows: 

Jmry'*  Fiadlncs 
Tb  His  lordship  Chief  Justice  Hunter: 
We,  the  Grand  Jury  of  the  Sprlna 
Assizes,    beg    to    make    the    following 
presentment: 

We  did  not  consider  that  the  cur- 
sory ezamlnatlon  which  we  could 
make  of  the  various  hospttals  and 
benevolent  Institutions  would  b«  of 
any  use  or  benefit.  It  would  take 
an  examination  of  greater  length 
than  we  could  giv«  to  b»  of  Any  real 
value,  so  wc  deddcd  to  devote  our- 
selves mostly  to  a  matter  that  seemed 
to  need  Investigation,  viz.,  the  milk 
supply  of  Victoria!  and  the  neighbor- 
ing municipalities.  * 
With  that  in  view  we  visited  a 
number  of  dairies  which  were  fairly 
close  at  hand,  choosing  them  Indis- 
criminately. We  had  the  assistance 
of  Mr.  Dryden.  Chief  of  Police  of 
Saanlch,  and  Mr.  Lancaster,  Sanitary 
Inspector  of  the  city.  The  latter  has 
Informed  us  that  the  average  butter 
fat  In  the  milk  supplied  In  Victoria 
during  the  past  month  was  four  per 
cent,  the  amount  required  by  law  be- 
ing 3.t6  per  cent,  so  that  Victoria  can 
have  no'comphilnt  as  to  the  richness  of 
th«.  mUk .  supplied,  which  Is  certainly 
above  th«  average. 

The  first  dairy  wo  visited  was  the 
Raper  dairy  on  the  Burnside  Road. 
They  have  about  10«  cows.  Every- 
thing waa  In  perfect  shape  and  It 
may  well  be  called  a  model  dairy.  It 
would  be  hard  to  Imagine  any  Im- 
provement on  the  arrangementa  pre- 
vailing there.  The  cattle  themselves 
aro  a  magnificent  herd  of  Holatelns 
in  the  pink  6t  condition.       ' 

We  next  visited  the  Fernhurst 
Dairy,  kept  by  VIckvX  *  Fisher,  In 
Strawberry  Vale,  thejr  have  a  good 
lot  of  cows,  over  forty,  use  a  modern 
milking  machine  and  have  every- 
thing  In  as  good  shape  as  one  could 
wish  to- see. it. 

We  next  vIsUed  the  dairy  of  Ba- 
dadtt  Singh,  Surdar  Singh  and  Ser- 
ver Singh.  This  has  been  entirely 
cleaned  up  and  had  been  whitewashed 
Utely  and.  Is  Itl  fairly  good  shape. 
.They  have  about  sixteen  cows,  twelve 
ct  which  are  milking.  We  saw  them 
being  miVuA.  .  .This  dairy  has  been 
watched  by  Mr.  Dryden.  They  sell 
their  milk  to  milkmen  delivering  In 
the  city.  We  saw  nothlift  at  the 
pU«e  1>  which  any  exception  could 
be    taken;    everything    seemed   fairly 

clean. 

SaUstectory  OondUlon* 

We  next  visited  a  dairy  kept  by 
Inda  Singh,  the  only  Hindu  dairy  In 
the  city.  He.  however,  has  only 
three  cows.  He  has  a  modern  stable, 
concrete  floor,  pit  and  drainage,  and 
everything  Is  In  «*Irly  «ood  condi- 
tion. 

We  next  vUlted  the  dairy  of  Haa- 
klm  Singh.  He  keeps  twenty-one 
cowa.  aU  in  very  good  shape.  The 
milk  he  sells  to  a  vendor  retailing 
mUk  In  the  city.  The  barn  Is  clean 
and  weU  whitewashed.  The  em- 
ployees are  apparently  In  good  health. 
One  man  reported  to  be  feufferinf 
from  tuberouloela  has  been  proved 
to  be  only  affected  with  asthma.  In 
any  event  he  to  only  a  herder. 

We  next  visited  the  A.  K.  Blllard 
plaoe  at  Oak  Bay.     The  sltuallon  of 
the   barn   Is   very  low  and   not  In  a 
good  piece  for  cows.     The  place  has 
been  recently  whitewashed.     There  U 
no  drainage  and  It  must  have   been 
a     quagmir*      hi     the     winter.      The 
health  officer  recently  refused  to  al- 
low the  milk  to  be  sold  In  the  city, 
and  apparently  with  very  good   rea- 
sons.    We  recommend  that  additional 
Inspectors  be  appointed  to  more   ef- 
fectively carry  out  the  provisions  of 
the  Contagious  DUi«as«s  Animals  Act, 
and     we     advise     that     some    better 
method    be    adopted    for   letting    the 
public    know   where    their   supply  pt 
milk  Is  coming  from.     People  at  the 
present  time  may  be  buying  from  a 
thoroughly     fcnd      highly     respected 
milkman,  thinking  of  course  that  It 
Is  his  milk,  when  really  It  may  come 
from  a  totally  different  source.     The 
pubUc  should  know  these  souroes  of 
supply   either   by    publication    in    the 
papers  or  by  a  record  posted  up  in  a 
conspicuous    place    at    the    City    Hall. 
We  consider  that  Dr.  Price.  Medi- 
cal   Health    Officer    of    Victoria,    and 
Mr.     Lancaster,    Sanitary     Inspector, 
are  doing  everything  possible  at  the 
present  time  to  safeguard  the  supply 
of  milk  to  Victoria,  and  that  as  far 
as  we  can  Judge  the  milk  at  present 
sold  In  the  city  Is  generally  of  a  sat- 
IsfA^tory     character     and     that     the 
Saanlch  Municipality  are  endeavoring 
to'  enforce  strictly   the   provisions  of 
the   Act,      We   think,    however,   that 
the  public  should  feel  more  Interested 
and  find  out  In  each  case  where  the 
milk    supply    comes  from  and  Judge 
acook-dingly.   the  city  giving  consum- 
ers   faculty    for    finding   this   out,    as 
before    mentioned,    in    the   City   Hall. 
We  went  out  to  these  dairies  with- 
out giving  warning  of  any  kind,  and 
•elected  the  places  so  that  we  could 
see   both   large  and   email  eetabltoh- 
menta. 


of  May.  In  our  opinion,  (or  the  safe 
ty  of  the  public,  there  should  be 
a  six-foot  walk  on  olther  side  of  tho 
bridge  for  fioot  passengers,  outside 
the  present  roadway,  as  at  present 
there  to  only  Just  room  for  two 'cars 
to  pass  on  the  bridge  and  practically 
no  room  tor  foot  tralBe.  The  bridge 
atoo  should  be  examined  to  make 
sure  that  It  would  carry  thto  esUa 
load. 

We  next  visited  the  Provincial 
Mental  Hospital,  formerly  the  Pro- 
vlncUl  Jail.  We  were  kindly  shown 
over  thto  by  Mr.  Baker,  chief  attend- 
ant and  deputy  supervisor,  atoo  by  Mr. 
Holt,  acting  supervtaor.  Sverything 
here  we  found  scrupulously  clean  and 
in  splendid  order.  There  were  nlnety- 
flve  patients  being  treated,  but  own- 
ing to  th^  building  not,  having  been  de- 
signed as  an  asylum  they  Jiave  no 
recreation  ground  nor  have  they  a 
proper  living  room.  Both  of  these 
can  easily  be  supplied  and  are  abso- 
lutely necessary.  The  main  building 
is  large  enough  to  have  a  fioor  placed 
above  the  present  celto.  which  would 
accommodate  a  large  number  of  men 
as  a  llvlng-recreatlon  room.  Also  a 
portion  of  the  grounds  should  be  en- 
closed as  a  properly  walled-ln  recre- 
ation ground  for  the  patients,  who 
at  present  are  confined  In  two  long 
narrow  passages  in  front  of  th'e  low- 
er celto.  Now  that  the  number  of 
patients  to  Increasing,  It  is  absolutely 
necessary  that  these  poor  people  be 
given  more  room  to  move  about  In. 
No  time  should  be  lost  In  remedying 
this  state  of  affairs,  as  In  our  opinion 
It  would  be  very  dllflcult  for  a  men- 
tal case  to  Improve  under  the  pres- 
ent lack  of  room,  air  and  exercise. 

WhUe  there  we  visited  the  provin- 
cial game  farm  under  Mr.  Cummlngs' 
charge.  The  pheasants,  although  in 
captivity,  were  in  splendid  shape  and 
well  looked  after.  Mr.  Cummlngs 
expects  to  raise  a  very  large  number 
of  Mongolian  pheasants  there  this 
year. 

We  recommend  that  the  proper 
authorities  take  immediate  action  to 
curb  the  undoubted  profiteering  now 
obUinlng,  that  is  largely  the  cause 
of  the  <^yer  Increasing  cost  of  living, 
whlcb-UuiU  turn  to.  In  our  opinion, 
one  of  the  chief  reasons  for  the 
present  industrial  unrest  and  a  menace 
to  the  future  of  the  country.

Chief  Justice  Hunter  Suggests 
There  Is  More  in  Assault 
Case  Than  Appears  on  the 
Surface.         -    .     =- 


,  *i  have  a  vague  suspicion  there 
was  an  arrangement^  between  those 
two  ItalUns  to  fix  thto  charge  opon 
the  accused  Chinaman.  There  Is  a 
whole  lot  to  be  cleared  up  In  this 
ease;  a  good  deal  more  behind  It  than 
has  appeared.  It  Is  the  duty  of  Crown 
counsel  to  bring  forward  all  the 
people  concerned,  whether  their  evi- 
dence would  prove  favorable  to  the 
Crown's  case  or  not." 

In  the  above  manner  Chief  Justice 
Hunter,  presiding  at  the  Assizes,  ex- 
pressed his  opinion  that  there  should 
be  more  evidence  forthcoming  for  the 
Jury  sitting  on  the  case  of  Rex  vs. 
Lum  Bong,  accused  being  charged  on 
two  counts  with  forcibly  assaulting 
and  having  carnal  knowledge  of  a 
female  under  fourteen  years  of  a«e. 
The  case  has  been  proceeding  In  the 
court  for  the  past  two  days  and  much 
evidence  has  been  taken,  the  main 
witnesses  having  been  the  girl  her- 
self and  her  younger  brother,  both 
of  whom,  despite  their  age,  having 
given  very  definite  evidence  fixing  the 
alleged  crime  upon  the  Chinaman, 
who,  for  seven  or  more  years,  has 
been  employed  at  the  Moore  *  Whlt- 
Ungton  mill.  Bridge  Street,  his  duties 
being  to  open  the  mill  In  the  morn- 
ing and  oil  the  machinery  and  other- 
wise get  the  premises  ready  for  the 
day's  operations.  The  evidence  so  far 
given  indicated  that  the  girl  and  her 
brother,  who  reside  with  their  father, 
an  ItaUan,  on  Bridge  Street,  were  ac- 
customed to  visit  the  mill  early  In 
the  morning  when  the  Chinaman  had 
arrived  and  secure  wood..  The  girl 
testified  that  It  was  while  on  these 
visits  that  the  Chinaman  conimltted 
the  offence  alleged  and  that  he  had 
given   her  money. 

Complainant  Arrested 
The  same  girl  figures  In  the  case 
against  WUllam  Glegllemo,  an  Italian 
and  a  friend  of  the  family,  who  Is 
charged  with  carnally  knowing  her. 
It  was  Glegllemo  who  first  made 
complaint  to  the  police  of  the  alleged 
action  of  the  Chinaman  towards  the 
girl,  but  after  the  police  had  Investi- 
gated he,  too,  was  arrested. 

His  Lordship's  remarks,  made  after 
the  girl  was  recalled  to  the  witness 
stand  yesterday  afternoon  and  had 
denied  that  anyone  had  told  her  to 
accuse  the  chinaman.  Indicated  there 
was  a  suspicion  In  his  mind  that 
Glegllemo  and  the  girl's  father  might 
possibly  have  arranged  to  cast  the 
blame  upon  the  Chinaman. 

The  accused  Chinaman  took  the 
witness  stand  yesterday  afternoon. 
He  emphatically  denied  the  allega- 
tions of  wrongdoing  towards  the  girl.

asserted  he  had  been  Ihstructed  by 
his  boss  to  prohibit  any  persons  Uk- 
Inc  wood  and  that  he  had  ordered 
the  girl  and  her  brother  away  from 
the  mill  and  to  prevent  them  coming 
he  had  pUced  a  hook  on  the  door  by 
which  they  were  wont  to  aaln  en- 
trance to  the  pl&ce. 

J.  Jones,  part  owner  of  the  laundry 
adjoining  the  mill,  testified  to  '-ho 
Chinaman  having  fcomplalned  to  him 
about  the  girl  and  other  members  of 
the  family  bothering  him  by  taking 
wood  from  the  mill,  and  that  he  (the 
Chinaman)  had  received  instructions 
to  keep  them  away. 

Executed  Orders 
John  Henry  Pugsley,  foreman  of 
the  mill,  gave  accuucd  a  good  reoord 
as  a  workman.  The  Chinaman  had 
orders  to  keep  children  away  trom 
the  mill,  and,  witness  believed,  he 
had  always  done  so. 

W.  Brentley,  bookkeeper  for  the 
mill  company,  gave  evidenca  respect- 
ing the  hours  of  work  at  the  mill, 
tflese  being  from  7  a.m.  to  I  p.m.  In 
February  last,  when  the  crime 
charged  against  the  prisoner  was  al- 
leged to  have  been  committed,  there 
were  but  a  few  men  working,  ao  the 
company  had  not  gone  to  the  expense 
of  buying  records  for  the  punch 
clocks.  Hence  the  employees  kept 
on  punching  the  clock  on  arriving 
and  leaving,  though  the  clock  did  not 
register  the  records  of  each  work- 
man. But  the  latter  did  not  know 
this. 

Under  cross-examination  by  Mr-  1 
Lowe,  acting  for  accused,  the  girl 
described  her  home  surroundingn  and 
admitted  that  she  had  written  to  the 
.Mother  Superior  complaining  of  her 
father's  conduct  and  asking  to  be 
taken  back  to  the  convent.  She  had 
done  this  at  the  Instigation  of  an 
lUllan.  She  »l»o  stated  that  her 
father  had  been  angry  because  the 
Chinaman  would  not  let  her  take 
wood  from  the  mill.  As  regards  her 
statement  that  the  latter  had  given 
her  money,  she  said  she  had  no  Idea 
why  he  should  have  Cone  so.  She  had 
got  money  from  others,  including 
Glegllemo. 

\VhUe  the  girl's  evidence  waa  gen- 
erally direct,  at  times  she  answered 
pointed  questions. by  saying  she  could 
not  remember. 

The  Chinaman  testified  to  not  only 
having  warned  away  the  children, 
bat  also  the.  father,  telling  the  latter 
that  If  the  bowi  knew  they  wore  tak- 
ing wood  he  (the  aceiMed)  woold  Iom 
his  Job.  He  had  bad  angry  words 
with  the  father.  At  the  Ume  of  his 
arrest  he  had  no  Idea  wh«t  he  was 
arrested  for,  but  supposed  It  waa  be- 
cause he  had  refused  to  permit  tho 
father  and  the  children  to  take  wood 
from  the  mill  premises. 

His  Lordshlir  bofore  adjoarnment 
requeeted  thkt  aiegttamo  be  put  in 
the  witness  t>ox,  sn4  thl*  will  be  done 
on  Monday,  adjournment  of  the  as- 
sises beta*  taken  nnttl  then.

—^  Assume  of  the  prooeedlogs  of  the 
Informal  Provincial  Convention  of  the 
Army  and  Navy  Veterans  held  In  Van- 
couver on  April  28  was  forwarded  to 
the  Dominion  Secretary  at  Ottawa  yes- 
terday following  the  endorsement  by 
Thursday  night's  general  meeting  of 
the  aasofliatlon  of  the  bulk  of  the  re- 
solutions brought  down  from  the  con- 
ference. 

The  following  are  the  resolutions 
which  were  carried: 

Each  province  shall  have  power  td 
organiso  a  Provincial  Division,  which 
shal  consist  of  a  representative  or  rep- 
resentatives from  units  established  or 
to  be  established. 

Re  qualiflcations  for  active  member- 
Ship:  To  qualify  for  active  member- 
ship in  the  Association  the  candidate 
must  be  one  who  ha«  either  received 
a  medal  for'  service  In  His  Majesty's 
forces  or  shall  have  served  at  least 
three  years'  aggregate  service  In  the 
regular  force  or  nine  years'  aggregate 
service  in  the  active  militia  or  other 
auxiliary  forces  of  the  Empire,  or  who 
has  served  two  years'  mobilized  ser- 
vloe  In  the  Qreat  European  war  In  His 
Majesty's  Naval  or  Military  forces, 
and  shall  t>o  of  good  character. 

AH  notice  of  motions  must  have  the 
endorsement  of  the  unit  from  which 
It  emanates,  and  of  the  Provincial 
Division  when  that  Is  formed. 

Ko  ofllcer  hOldlAg  oOlce  In  the  aux- 
iliary shall  hold  office  In  any  other 
service  auxiliary. 

That  a  resolution  be  forwarded  by 
each  unit  In  British  Columbia  In  sup- 
port of  establishing  the  headquarters 
of  the  Army  and  Navy  veterans  in 
Canada,  wtfs  the  nnanlmous  ojAnion 
of  the  meeting  on  Thursday. 

The  terms  of  honorary  membership 
were  aluo  deflJied:  Honorary  member- 
ehlp  shall  consist  of  such  persons  as 
the  association  or  any  unit  thereof 
may  elect  to  become  honorary  mem- 
bers of  their  respective  bodies,  and 
shall  only  be  conferred  upon  those 
who  have  rendered  eminent  service  to 
the  association  as  a  body.  Its  members, 
or  their  dependents. 

The  following,  it  was  decided, 
should  be  added  to  the  constitution: 

"That  no  member  of  this  associa- 
tion can  hold  an  executive  office  in 
case  such  member  is  an  officeholder 
In  any  other  ex-service  organization, 
and  should  any  member  of  this  hmo- 
clatlon  who  holds  an  executive  posi- 
tion in  this  association  accept  nh  ex- 
ecutive position  In  any  other  ex-ser- 
vice orfanlxation  he  shall,  Ipso  facto. 
be  dlsquallfled  from  holding  executive 
office  in  this  association." 

Another  resolution  is  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Dominion  Convention: 

"IThat  the  LAnd  Settlement  Act  of 
the  Dominion  be  altered  to  Include 
any  man  who  has  served  In  His  Maj- 
esty's Naval  and  Military  Forces  dur- 
ing the  present  war." 

Docoratloufl 
The  Victoria  unit  Is  asking  that  the 
button  or  decorations  of  the  associa- 
tion shall  remain  the  property  of  the 
association,  and  that  the  fee  charged 
by  the  unit  issuing  the  same  shall  be' 
for  use  only  while  the  meml»or  is  In 
good  standing  as  a  member  of  the  As* 
sociatlon.  Should  the  member  become 
disqualified  for  niembership  for  any 
constitutional  reason  whatever  he 
shall  return  his  button  to  the  secre- 
tary of  the  unit  which  Issued  the  same. 


The  Vernon  Unit  resolution  regard- 
ing lAOd  Settlement  Board  co-opera- 
tion with  local  provincial  n«ricultur- 
Ists  was  endorsed  by  the  general  meet- 
ing, this  reading  as  follows:

the  latter  are  better  able  from  intim- 
ate knowledge  of^  the  country  to  ad' 
vise  as  to  the  real  value  of  the  land."

The  Mayor  was  yesterday  notlfled, 
however,  that  Mr.  R.  B.  Jkfotley,  one 
of  the  chief  engineers  of  the  C.P.R., 
will  make  the  trip  to  Victoria  any- 
way. It  will  be  recalled  that  Mr.  Mot* 
ley  made  a  visit  to  Victoria  last  Sum- 
mer and  held  a  lengthy  consultation 
with  Mayor  Todd  on  the  project.

Each  week's  report  issued  by  the 
Provincial  Employment  Bureau, 
BrouglUon  and  Langley  Streets,  gives 
convincing  testimony  to  the  increas- 
ing usefulness  of  the  ofRce  establish- 
ed Jiere  with  a  view  to  bringing  to- 
gether the  workman  and  the  Job  he 
is  seeking,  also  the  employer  and  the 
man  be  wants  for  the  work  in  hand. 

During  the  week  ending  yesterday. 
May.*,  for  Instance,  flfty-seven  va- 
cancies were  notlfled  by  employers, 
and  the  number  of  applicants  for 
work  registered  during  the  same, 
period  was  seventy-six.  This  is  not, 
of  course,  quite .  the  Ideal  condition, 
as  the  happlfr  ciroumstance  would 
be  for  the  number  of  vacancies  to  ex- 
ceed the  number  of  applicants.  How- 
ever, the  reconstruction  period  ahead 
may  evolve  better  things.  As  it  Is, 
the  actual  number  of  men  placed  In 
positions  by  the  local  office  was  fifty- 
one.  Just  six  less  than  the  number  of 
applicants  for  work. 

The  various  returned  soldiers*  '^or- 
ganisations In  the  city  will  probably 
keep  themselves  very  well  posted  on 
.the  available  openings  reglstehed  for 
men  at  this  bureau.  In  any  event, 
the  officials  at  the  employment  office 
state  that  qlnety  per  cent,  of  the  ap- 
plicants are  returned  men. 

This  local  bureau  Is  one  of  several 
that  have  been  opened  In  the  prov- 
ince under  thep  Dominion .  Employ- 
ment Serylce  system.  The  clearing- 
house for  all  the  offices  In  British 
Columbia  Is  In  Vancouver,  and  to  this 
office,  as  well  as  to  Ottawa  each  bu' 
reau  sends  a  statement  weekly,  so 
that  If  there  Is  an  over-supply  of 
some  special  line  df  worTtnien  In  one 
district  where,  perhaps,  their  par- 
ticular abilities  are  not  in  demand, 
they  can  be  apprised  of  positions  of 
the  kiiid  they  seek  In  the  event  of 
anr'  other  district  requiring  a  larger 
number  of  such  workmen.     This  ap- 


The  following  letter,  pointing  out 
the  importance  of  the  early  opening 
for  buslneaa  of  the  Hudson's  Bay 
Company's  big  departmental  store 
here,  has  been  submitted  by  Mr. 
Thomas  R.  Cusack  to  the  Comrades  of 
the  Great  War,  the  Great  War  Vet- 
erans' Association  and  the  Army  and 
Navy-Veterans,  through  Mr.  Frank  P. 
Blavln,  who  will  personally  bring  the 
matter  before  the  associations  at  their 
next  meetings: 

"Dear  Sirs, — ^The  directors  of  the 
Hudson's  Bay  Company  have  on  many 
occasions  and  from  various  promi- 
nent quarters  been  asked  to  complete 
and  open  their  store  In  Victoria.  Dur- 
ing the  war  they  refused  to  take  any 
steps  towards  Its  completion,  their  ex- 
cuse being  not  to  divert  the  energies 
of  the  Empire  in  any  other  channel 
but  for  complete  victory  over  the  en- 
emy. The  members  of  your  organiza- 
tions secured  for  them  safety,  pro- 
tected their  interesU  and  gave  them 
their   victory. 

"It  has  been  suggested  in  many 
quarters  to  seek  the  co-operation  of 
your  influential  organisation  In  plac- 
ing before  the  directors  at  their  an- 
nual meeting  In  Londont  England, 
which  takes  place  about  June  4,  a 
request  to  open  their  store  In  Vietorla. 
"What  we  want  is  Just  some  such 
move  on  the  part  of  this  big  concern 
to  help  start  things.  The  fact  of  their 
Idle  building  standing  in  our  midst  is 
a  constant  reminder  of  "want  of  oon- 
fldence,"  and  that  influence  on  the 
community  Is  decidedly  bad.  and  as 
long  as  they  allow  things  to  drift 
along. In  this  manner  Just  so  long  will 
they  cast  a  bad  efllect.  '^ 

"On  the  other  hand.  If  they  could 
be  Induced  to  open  their  store  their 
act  would  be  stimulation  and  bound  to 
create  a  feeling  of  security;  new  en- 
ergy would  be  created  and  a  general 
feeling  of  prosperity  would  prevail 
throughout  the  community  aa  a  re- 
sult. Just  because  they  themselves 
would  be  saying  by  their  act  'We  be- 
lieve in  Victoria,'  and  that's  the  ex- 
pression this  city  wants  and  particu- 
larly by  a  big  concern  such  aa  the 
Hudson's  Bay. 

"Naturally  they'll  give  employment 
to  a  large  number  of  people.  You 
won  the  war  for  them ;  now  It  Is  their 
turp  to  reciprocate.  Not  only  would 
they  employ  returned  soldiers,  but 
aoldleta'  daughters  as  well.

The  first  steps  towards  the  pro- 
vision of  sewerags  In  the  mo/e  thick- 
ly populated  wards  of  Saanlch  were 
taken  at  last  night's  council  meeting, 
when  the  clerk  was  Instructed  to  In- 
vite ex-Munlcipal  Engineer  Johnston 
to  meet  the  council  at  a  special  meet- 
ing to  be  called  shortly  and  explain 
what  would  be  the  most  economical 
plan  on  v/hlch  the  close  In  wards 
can  be  served  with  sewers. 

Reeve  Jones  brought  up  the  matter 
by  stating  that  the  Municipal  Clerk 
hhd  been  looking  Into  the  question  ot 
installing  bewcMi  and  asked  Mr.  Cow- 
per  to  outline  what  would  be  pos.- 
sible. 

Mr.  Cowper  said  that.  In  company 
with.  Mr.  Johnston,  he  had  gone 
tbrouglv  the  available  data  in  the 
municipal  engineering  office  records, 
and  the  two  of  them  agreed  that  the 
most  feasible  scheme  would  be  to 
lay  out  two  'sewerage  areas  serving 
the  Cloverdale  district  and  the  Gorgo 
respectively.  The  cost  of  the  main 
trunk  sewers  and  the  connection  to 
the  city  mains  would  have  to  be  as- 
sessed over  th^  whole  of  each  of  the 
districts,  while  the  lateral  service 
drains  would  be  paid  for  by  the  own- 
ers of  property  on  the  streets  benefit- 
ed, the  charges  being  made  on  the 
local  Improvement  plan.  Those  prop- 
erty owners  who  were  able  to  con- 
nect with  the  main  sewers  would  pay 
for  the  cost  of  a  lateral  eight-inch 
pipe,  the  sum  so  paid  being  deduct- 
ed from  the  charge  for  the  main  as- 
sessed on  the  sewerage  district  as  a 
whole. 

Mr.  Cowper  outlined  a  plan  of  con- 
struction which  would  enable  Saan- 
lch to  get  the  sewers  Installed  at  a 
very  much  lower  overhead  and  office 
cost  than  usually  accompanied  such 
work,  and  Councillor  Dooley  moved 
that  a  by-law  be  prepared  forthwith 
to  enable  an  early  start  to  be .  made 
with  the  work.  Reeve  Jones  pro- 
tested that  there  was  aa  yet  no  In- 
formation as  to  the  estunated  cost 
of  the  proposal,  and  on  Mr.  Cow- 
per's  saying  that  It  would  run  all  the 
way  from  11(H), 000  to  $300,000  for  the 
Initial  trunk  line  and  Immediately 
needed  laterals,  Mr.  Dooley  changed 
his  motion  to  an  invitation  to  Mr. 
Johnston  to  explain  the  details  of  the 
work  more  thoroughly,  this  being 
adopted  unanimously.

During  the  laat  four  years  devas- 
tating raids  have  been  mad©  all  ov*r 
Vancouver  Island  on  the  hemes  left 
empty,  and  of  a'  necessity  unprotected, 
by  men  who  joined  the  forces,  with 
the  result  that  those  whom  the 
Grace  of  Ood  hsa  allowed  to  return 
find  themselvea  not  only  with  four 
lost  yeara  to  make  up,  but  the  Whole 
paraphernalia  and  trappings  oC  houae 
and  tool-ahed   to  buy  afreah. 

In  some  cases  the  pipes  and  ftttings 
of  the  houses  have-  been  torn  out,  the 
windows,  doors  and  at^ves  carted 
away,  and  all  the  little  household 
goods  so  dsar  to  the  owner  and  so 
valueless  to  othsrs  have  been  stolen.

Point  Out  That  Operation  Un- 
•  der  Present  Conditions   Is 
Practically     Impossible  —  < 
Difficulties  Confront  Packers

In  order  that  they  may  be  able  to 
continue  to  operate  their  plants  at  an 
the  cannery  men  of  Brlttoh  Columbto 
have  presented  a  memortol  to  the  Ot- 
tawa Government  asking  for  a  meas- 
ure of  protection  to  their  Industry, 
which  otherwise  It  la  ctolmed  ta  prac- 
tically doomed.  An  embargo  on  'the 
ahipment  of  freah  salmon  other  than 
frosen  salmon  Is  one  of  the  principal 
mattera  which  to  urged  upon  the  Do- 
minion Govern  meat. 

A  local  cannery  man  when  diseus* 
sing  this  feature  of  the  case  pointed 
out  that  durlner  last  year  a  number 
of  Japanese  who  had  seine  licences 
for  the  Wist  Coast  of  the  latond  kept 
two  motor  boata  busy  the  whole  of 
the  seaaon,  carrying  fresh  Salmon  to 
Orcas  Islnad,  on  the  other  eldest  the 
international  boundary  line,  where 
their  countrymen  had  secured  a  can- 
nery, and  this  In  spite  of  the  fact 
as .  emphasised  by  the  cannery  men 
"that  there  are  quite  sufllclent  can- 
neries on  the  West  Coast  Of  the 
Island  to  iake  care  of  all  the  salmon 
that  can  be  caught  legally  In  th|pe 
waters."  It  Is  ctolihed  that  gill  nets, 
which  are  absolutely  uneleaa  in  the 
clear  waters  of  the  West  Cfoast,  are 
Illegally  diverted  and  used  in  drag- 
ging the  streams  and  sand  bars  In 
shallow  water,  thus  preventing  the 
Salmon  from  reaching  the  spawning 
ground.  "In  fact,"  continued  the 
speaker,  'on  one  occasion  a  nu|ah«r 
of  flshermen  were  caught  aotiually 
netting  the  salmon  on  the  spai^ning 
beds  of  the  lakes  ,and  streapmr  1. 

"Another  reason  why  it  is  obvious- 
ly necessary  for  us  to  have  ^me 
measure  of  protection  to  the  factthat 
frequently  the  pacfcers  on  tho  other 
side  of  the  line,  who  In  making  the 
aeaaon'a  contracts  with  their  help 
have  guaranteed  the  latter  a  fixed 
number  of  caaea,  frequently  find  that 
they  cannot  sseurs  enouRh  fish  local- 
ly tcuflU  the  requisite  number  of  tins. 
In  <uch  oases  they  e^me  over  here 
and  buy  as  best  thsy  can,  and  it  to 
cheaper  for  them  to  pay  a  higher 
price  than  the  market  rate  for  the 
salmon  they  require  to  complete  their 
contracts  than  it  would  be  to  pay 
compensation.  Hence  the'  price  of 
fish  goes  up  and  often  to  a  flgure 
which  British  Columbia  eanners  can- 
not afford  to  pay."

Barney  Dreyfus,  of  48th  Cana- 
dians, Reported  Leader  of 
the  Soldiers,  Sailors  and 
Marine's  Raiding  Expedition 

The  story  of  how  Barney  Dreyfus, 
stated  to  have  belonged  formerly  to 
the  48th  Canadian*,  led  two  hundred 
•oldiera,  sailors  and  marines  recmtt- 
ed  m  the  vlcli)lty  of  Times  Square, 
New  Tork.  on  an  snU-Soclallst  raid- 
ing party  is  told  by  a  correspondent 
of  the  Montreal  QaxeUe  in  a  recent 
publication  of  that  journal.  Dreyfus 
ai\d  his  eompanione  raided  the  office 
of  the  New  Tork  Call  at  112  Fdurth 
Avenue,  beat  up  "about  twelve  men 
employed  there  and  destroyed  a  big 
quantity  of  BoclaUet  literature. 

Four  women  wore  carried  out  of 
the  buHdlng  by  the  police,  hjrfterlcal 
and   fainting. 

The  soldiers  and  sailors  first  en- 
tered the  Call  office  and  dragged  out 
all  the  men  they  found  there.  Then 
they  forced  them  to  run  between  two 
line*  of  uniformed  men,  and  as  they 
passad  along  each  soldier,  sailor  and 
marine  m«d  his  fists.  Several  of  the 
men  who  were  running  the  gauntlet, 
were  knocked  down.  Most  of  them 
had  black  eyes  and  ware  ctll  about 
the  face.  The  men  in  uniform  made 
no  diotlnetion:  they  say  that  every- 
one got  a  share  of  blowa

Call  escaped  through  the  rear  of  the 
building,  it  was  said,  but  those  who 
were  caught  were  all  badly  beaten. 
None  of  them,  however,  was  In  such 
condltloi^  as  to  necessitate  callinir  *n 
ambulance. 

AfUK  they  made  euro  there  was 
nobody  else  hiding  In  the  Call  of- 
fices, the  men  In  uniform  gathered 
up  all  the  Socialist  literature  they 
found  and  threw  it  out  the  windows, 
where  it  was  trampled  on.

The  Call  was  celebrating  the  open- 
ing of  its  new  offloee.  opened  as  a 
result  of  a  |300.000^fuDd  campaign 
among  Socialists,  in  the  course  of 
which  Charles  Irwin,  managing  edi- 
tor, has  spoken  at  numerous  so- 
nalled  "Red"  meetings  about  New 
York,  at  one  of  whleh  a  "soldiers* 
and  sailors'"  council  was'  organised, 
the  offices  of  which  were  latei^  raid- 
ed by  Indignant  war  veterans. 

The  first  place  the  raiding  party 
visiUd  was  Madison  Square  Oardaa. 
Some  one  had  told  them  there  was 
to  be  a  Bolshevik  meeting  there.  The 
police  ordered  them  away  from  the 
Garden,  and  they  went  to  the  head- 
quarters of  the  soldlenT  and  sailors* 
protective  association,  in  fSast  Twen- 
ty-third street,  looking  for  Bolshevik 
llteraturs.

Referring  to  th^  Oovsmment's  con- 
tract for  steel  plates  with  the  Vo- 
minion  Ste*  Company,  Mr.  MoKensle, 
L,eader  of  the  Opposition,  remarked  that 
be  hoped  nothing  |rpuld  interfere  with 
the  advanced  programme  of  shipbulld- 
Ing  and  the  furnishing  of  the  plates. 

Hon.  C.  C.  Ballllityiie.  Minister  of 
Marine  and  ,  Ftaherles,  repeated  hU 
sUUment  of  last  night  th*t  arraafc*- 
ments  had  been  m^de  with  the  A>m- 
pany  for  modilcatlon  of  the  pricer  or 
cancellation  of  the  contract.  If  th»«bm- 
pany  were  willing  to  give  a  msre  fav- 
orable price,  the  Government  was  ready 
to  carry  on  with  the  proposition.  But 
If  the  company  were  not  willing  to 
modify  the  price  then  it  might  be  m 
the  best  Interests  of  the  country  to 
cancel  the  contract.  As  yet  the  com- 
pany had  not  Imported  any  machinery. 
All  that  the  cotopaay  had  done  was 
partially  to  erect  a  building. 

Mr,  McKentle,  dlBCusslng  the  question 
of    promoting    Bhlpbullding    in    Canad*. 
said   he   was   "not  a  very  high  protec-

J.  E.  Armstrong.  Bast  X^mbton, 
asking  the  Minister  of  Naval  Services 
to  take  into  consideration  the  control 
of  shipping  and  shipping  rates  on  In- 
land waters,  said  that  In  ^►0»  the 
rate  on  wheat  from  Port  Arthur  to 
Montreal  was  2%  cents  a  bushel, 
while  last  year  it  was  11  cents  a 
bushel. 

A.  R.  'McMaster  said  the  nipretnacy 
which  Great  Britain  had  obtained  in 
shipbuilding  and  on  the  seas  was  due 
to  the  low  rate  at  which  she  was  able 
to  build  vessels  under  free  trade  con- 
ditions and  a  more  moderate  scale  of 
wages.  Nothing  else  but  financial 
disaster,  he  said,  would  meet  any 
shipbuilding  or  ship  ownership  plan 
which  could  not  compete  with  the 
world  on  its  own  terms. 

Hon.  C.  C.  Ballantyne  said  that  the 
government  proposed  to  have  ships 
on  the  Great  Lakes  so  that  its  chain 
of  transportation  would  be  complete. 
Wht.rthe  United  States  shlpbullfllng 
progranime  was  completed,  ,  that 
country, 'he  said,  would  have  the  en- 
ormous tonnage  of  16,000,000  tons.  If 
the  United  tSates  thought  It  advis- 
able to  create  such  a  large  merchant 
fleet,  should  Canada  sit  down  and 
fold  h*r  hands?  He  thought  that 
Canada  would  be  able  to  compete 
with  Great  Britain  and  all  other 
parts  of  the  clvlllced  world  In  ship- 
building. 

Colonel  W.  F.  Cpckshutt  supported 
the  shipbuilding  policy  of  the  gov- 
ernment. Canada,  he  said,  had  In 
the  past  been  a  maritime  nation  and 
he  failed  to  see  why  It  should  not 
again  assume  that  place. 

Captain  R.  J-  Manlon,  Fort  William 
and  Rainy  River,  urged  the  importance 
of  shipbuilding  in  connection  with  the 
disposal  of  the  Western  wheat  crop. 
He  pointed  out  that  the  United  States 
Government  waa  gusranteetng  the  price 
of  wheat  in  the  United  States  for  the 
coming  year  and  that  it  was  ex- 
pected the  United  States  crop  would  be 
the  biggest  in  its  history.  There  was 
no  doubt  that  the  United  States  would 
males  ^  great  effort  to  unload  In 
Kuropean  markets,  and  unless  Canada 
had  shipping  facilities  there  might  be 
difficulty  in  disposing  of  the  *5  per 
cent  of  the  Canadian  exportable  sur- 
plus which  usually  went  through 
United    States    ports. 

After  some  further  diacussion,  the 
Item — one  of  $80,000,000  for  the  Gov- 
ernment shipbuilding  programme — was 
passed. 

The  House  then  went  into  committee 
on  the  bankruptcy  bill,  beginning  with 
clause  43,  which  was  under  discussion 
when  last  the  Act  was  considered.  Good 
progresH  was  made.  kon.  Hugh  Guthrie 
moved  an  amendment  to  make  it  clear 
that  the  bankruptcy  court  will  be  a 
Federal  court.  The  objection  had  been 
raised,  he  said,  that  this  was  not  per- 
fectly clear.

OTTAWA.    May    ». — George    Hoad- 
ley.  leaOer  of  the  Alberta  opposition, 
discussed  with  the  Agricultural  Com- 
mittee of  the  House  of  Commons  to- 
day the  future  of  the  horse-breeding 
business    in    the    Western    provinces. 
The  opening  up  of  vacant  Dominion 
lands  .  for     settlement,      thus     taking 
away    range    lands,    is   affording    less 
opportunity  for  range  horselTto  exist, 
and    Mr.    Hoadley   stated    today    that 
conditions  were  almost  desperate  and 
they   must   have   a  market   for   their 
horses  or  they  will  die  In  the  fields. 
According    to    H.    8.    Arkell.    Do- 
minion  livestock  commissioner,  there 
are     good     prospects     for     Canadian 
horses     m     Europe.       Poland     wahts 
tO«,OQO  light  work  horses  of  the  type 
which  Canada  does  not  want,  and  the 
problem   is   to  get   these   exported  to 
Europe   and    weed   out   Canada's  un- 
wanted surplus. 

Mr.  Hoadley  toM  the  ooiinmlttee 
that  he  himself  has  «00  of  that  type. 
and  that  he  could  sell  only  twelve 
last  year. 

His  proposal  to  the  commlttag  v.na 
that  the  beet  -of  the  class  of  1.1 0« 
pound  animals  and  under  shonid  be 
exported,  and  that  the  pool-eet  be 
slaughtered  tor  meat  for  European 
consumption.  In  1941,  he  aald.  G«r- 
nkany  slaughtered  tSS.099  horses  for 
meat  and  several  of  the  other  Eur- 
opean countries  used  horse  nseat 
largely   also.

^  Tha  Coastaatlno^le  correapondent 
of  tha  Kew  Tork  Herald  writes: 
Turkish  women  generally  have  aban- 
doned t^Ir  veils.  That  Is  the  most 
radical  aharaeterlatlc  of  Constanti- 
nople life  noted  by  one  who  returns 
after  a  fbw  years.  Everywhere  are 
Moalem  women  wearing  the  old  style 
of  black  or  brown  or  dark  blue  street 
dress  in  all  Ita  enlivening,  shapeless 
folds — but  their  veils  are  thrown 
haek.  In  every  part  of  the  city  they 
may  he  met  eooatantly  in  fashionable 
foreign  Pera  and  In  conservative  old 
fltamboul.and  In  Asiatic  Bouuri  and 
Haldor  Pasha.  They  are  the  majority 
of  the  Turkish  women  on  the  streets. 
A  few  conservatives  cling  to  the  old- 
fashioned  and  others  for  a  less  noble 
raasoh,  but.  broady  speahlng.  the  veil 
Is  gone. 

Tha  mystery  of  what  the  Turkish 
wemaa  really  looks  like  has  been 
elWrad.  I4tarally.  tha  veil  haa  been 
lifted.  All  the  ezelusiyeness  and  se- 
clualon  of  the  harem  system  has 
broken  down.  A  historic  Institution 
has  toppled.  The  change  is  aa  radi- 
cal aa  that  effected  in  other  refilms  by 
the  airplane  or  wireless  telegraphy. 
When  one  recalls  the  romance  and 
traditions  that  have  been  built  upon 
the  basic  principle  of  the  veiled  Mos- 
lem woman.  It  Is  rather  difflcult  to  be- 
llava  that  the  entire  eustom  has  gone 
to  em^'h  Storios  of  the  fascinating 
beauties  who  were  hidden  from  the 
profaning  gase  of  the  world  by  the 
veil  have  now  become,  as  obsolete  as 
tat^  of  tha  mahaltkhas  who  inhabit 
lihasisa.. 

A/nericans  here  naturally  now 
make  flippant  remarks  about  the  veil 
aa  a  honefloent  Institution.  With  the 
charm  of  the  unknown  gone,  they  say 
there  remaina  no  other  charms, 
which  Is  a  jesting  manner  of  decair- 
Ing  that  the  legendary  loveliness  of 
ravishing  Turkish  enchantreiss  is  non- 
existent. Now  that  all  eyes  may  see 
and  Judge,  it  la  evident  that,  so  far 
as  beauty  gbes.  Moslem  women  are 
rather  like  the  run  of  all  other  wo- 
men  In  the  near  east. 

Aaaerloan  vs.  Moslem  Beauty 

A  greater  number  of  beautiful  wo- 
men  may  be  seen  within  Ave  min- 
utes on  Fifth  Avenue  or  Chestnut 
Sfreet  or  Tremont  Street  than  in  a 
day  on  Galata  bridge,  which  Is  Con- 
stantinople's great  artery  of  life. 
There  are  of  course  attractive  faces. 
Considering  that  they  have  just  come 
from  behind  the  veil,  all  are  singu- 
larly bold  and  unabashed,  giving  an 

Ito  ottif  tmmkf  wm  to 
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being,  seen. 

Aa  for  tha  TwrWah  famala  typaa  of 
tha  cigarette  aavartlatmaata— wall, 
Jai  na  hope  that  the  olgsrettes  them- 
selves are  more  nearty  as  represented. 
For  the  Turkish  veil,  about  which 
reams  of  speculation  have  been  writ- 
ten, concealed  an  entire , ethnology  of 
typaa.  The  Christian  women  of  Tur- 
key. Armenians,  Greeks  and  Syrtana 
as  well  as  Jewesses,  are  far  nearer 
to  a  standard  type. 

In  a  alngla  walk  to  old  Btamboul 
I  noticed,  In  Turkish  dress,  but  with 
the  familiar  veils  thrown  back  over 
their  heads,  women  who  were  aa 
black  aa  any  negress  in  Mtosissippl 
—they  miifht  have  been  fat  IMnahs 
sisters:  light-haired,  blonde  Clrcas- 
caaians;  others  who  migh^  have  been 
Scandinavians  or  north  Russians; 
true  Mongols,  who  looked  like  direct 
importations  from  Pekin.  and.  as  1 
live,  a  buxom,  smiling  Irish  face.  In 
addition  there  was  commonly  the  VH- 
vantlne  type,  the  resultant  of  the 
Turk's  mixed  blood  with  his  captlvea 
through  hundreds  of  years.  Not  alnce 
arriving  have  I  seen  a  face  that  made 
me  wish  I  were  an  artist. 

Anybody  who  knew  pre-war  Turkey 
experiences  a  distinct  shock  to  come 
upon  a  Moslem  woman,  with  veil 
thrown  back,  sitting  on  a  street  comer 
peddling  sweets.  In  this  part  of  the 
Moslem  world  U  was  an  axiom  ^  that 
"Woman's  place  Is  in  the  home."  and 
the  windows  of  the  home  were  closely 
latticed  to  prevent  her  being  seen; 
and  moA  extravagant  precautiona 
were  adopted  and  supported  by  the 
law  to  keep  a  neighbor's  window  from 
overlooking  one's  garden  or  harem. 
"Now  Woman"  In  Evldenoe 
Moslem  women,  with  veils  thrown 
back  over  the  old-fashioned  head  wrap 
(they  will  soon  come  to  modern  mil- 
linery and  tailored  street  clothes) 
work  In  stores  and  ofllces.  During  the 
war  they  even  did  what  cleaning  of 
the  streets  was  done  in  Constant- 
inople. The  "new  woman"  has  landed 
with  a  bound  in  thia  part  of  the 
Moslem  world,  which  sets  the  fashion 
for  all  Islam.  /' 

Henceforth  Moslem  men  may  see 
the  women  they  marry  before  mar- 
riage. That  is  revolutiotiary,  a  Swift 
abanaonment  of  the  custom  of  cen- 
turies. Since  the  change  has  really 
come  one  realises  hoW  far  removed 
from  «ttr  American  atandaxda  of  free, 
natural  an4  wholesome  friendship 
between  boys  and  girls,  men  and 
women,  the  east  has  been.  No  Turkish 
man  haa  been  permitted  so  much  as 
to  see  the  face  of  any  good  woman. 
save  his  own  mother  or  sister  or 
other  close  relatives.  The  sudden 
reversal  of  the  Moslem  requirements 
of  women  is  simply  incalculable  in  its 
oonsequ  ences. 

Certain  of  theae  consequences  have 
been  alarmingly  bad.  The  war 
"emancipated"  Turkish  women  to 
evil  as  well  as  to  good.  Virtue,  by  the 
old  code,  had  been  a  matter  of  re- 
straint. The  restraint  having  gone, 
the  virtue  haa  teo  often  gone  also. 
The  growth  of  immorality  among  the 
Turkish  women  is  reported  to  me  by 
Turks  to  have'  been  most  alarming. 
Upon  this  point  I  am  careful  to  quote 
only  Intelligent  Turks,  and  not 
christians  or  possible  detractors. 
Also  a  "Woman's  QueaOon" 
Transition  conditions  In  Turkey  cre- 
ate a  "woman  question"  with  a  ven- 
geance. Unequipped  by  education  or 
spiritual  ideals  for  the  new  conditions 
of  life,  the  vast  host  of  now  unveiled 
women  challenge  the  Interest  of  all 
thoughtful   persons. 

The  veil  stood  for  the  Idea  that 
woman  was  property,  a  mere  chattel. 
She  waa  not  her  own.  but  rather  a 
toy  or  a  tool  or  a  slave.  A  man's  ex- 
clusive right  in  one  or  more  women — 
the  number  depending     largely  upon 
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his  ability  to  sdpport  them — was  em- 
bodied In  the  veil,  or  its  extension,  the 
harem.  Women  had  no  recognised 
claims  to  fellowship  with  the  gr^t 
outside  world. 

Throwing  aside  the  veil,  the  Tugkish 
woman  inevitably  discards  what  it 
represented.  She  has  entered  upon  a 
new  order  for  herself,  her  children 
and  her  home.  Literally,  her  outlook 
has  been  clarified  and  widened.  Will 
she  straightway  enter  -upon  woman's 
finer  and  nobler  inheritance,  as  cus- 
todian of  the  altar  fires  of  idealism 
and  spirituality?  Which  way  will  the 
Turkish  woman  cast  her  influence — 
into  the  side  of  the  scales  where 
"advanced"  bolshevlsm  makes  woman 
a  mere  thing  of  flesh,  an  inatrument 
for  the  gratlflcatlon  of  appetite,  a 
tool  of  the  atate  for  increaatng  popti^ 
lation;  or  will  the  Turkish  woman 
Join  that  holy  oompaA$'  of  devotees 
I  of  pure  love,  true  faith,  intalllgent 
loyalty,  sacred  domesticity  and  .  al- 
truistic .idealism,  who  are  the.  pride 
and  strength  of  the  West? The  ques- 
tion is  no  idle  one  and  U  appllea  more 
widely  than  to  Turkey.

Not  only 
do  they  mark  the  dUwoluUon  of  the 
force  which  throughout  the  war  wae 
the  mainaUy  of  all  the  AlUad  9ttort», 
but  never  before  has  an  Admiral  In 
any  Navy  flown  hie  Oa*  in  command 
of  fM>  powerful  an  awembly  of  veaMi*. 
Moreover.  If  the  meaeuree  now  being 
taken  in  Pari*  in  regard  to  the 
future  ot  International  politlca  are  ae 
effective  ae  It  ie  hoped,  |^e  need  for 
constituting  such  a  fleet  may  never 
arise  again.  The  Commander-in- 
Chief,  however,  regards  it  a*  a  1.000 
to  1  chance  against  there  being  no 
more  battles  at  sea. 

The  Union  flag  has  been  hoisted  In 
the  Queen  Elisabeth  for  a  few  day* 
to  indicate  Sir  IJavId  Beattys  ad- 
vancement to  the  rank  of  Admiral 
of  the  Fleet,  but  it  may.  well  he 
conjectured  that  this  is  not  the  last 
time  it  will  announce  his  presence 
afl<>at.  He  Is  only  48  years  of  age. 
and  in  tha  ordinary  course, has  still 
22  years  daring  which  he  can  remain 
on  the  active  list  and  devote  his  ser- 
vices to  the  country.  He  will  be 
avillable  for  special  appointments 
such  as  those  held  by  BIr  Bdward 
Seymour  when  ho  took  a  sauadron 
to  America  in  1»0»,  and  Sir  William 
May  at  the  jnaval  manoeuvres  of 
1»H.  Very  probably  he  will  next 
hoist  his  flag  m  command  at  the 
Naval  Review  which  everyone  ex- 
liects  as  part  of  the  celebrations  of 
peace. 

The  Grand  Fleet  has  had  an  exto- 
teaoe  of  four  years  and  eight  months, 
for  it  was,  as  Lord  Jellicoe  tells  ue. 
on  August  4,  1»14,  that  he  received 
Admiralty  orders  containing  his  ap- 
pointment as  "Commander-in-Chief 
of  the  Grand  Fleet."  this  being  the 
designation  applied  to  the  forces, 
chiefly  from  the  Home  Fleets,  which 
had  been  concentrated  at  Scapa 
Flow,  the  Navy's  new  land-locked 
base  m  the  Orkneys. 

AVthough  Lord  Jellicoe  refers  to 
the  title  as  new.  it  was  in  reality 
a  revival  of  one  :  i  use  during  the 
18th  century  to  describe  the  prlh- 
clple  British  naval  force.  The  Grand 
Fleet  has  naturally  had  many  chang- 
es in  Its  personnel,  although  only  one 
In  the  poat  of  Commander-in-Chief. 
It  was  on  November  28,  1«1«,  that 
Lord  Jellicoe  left  it  to  beoonle  First 
Sea  Lord,  and  Sir  David  Beatty.  until 
then  oomnuuidlng  the  battle  cruiser 
force   in   the   Fleet, '  succeeded    him.- 

In  August,  l»l*.  th«<»«c<">d  '"  «**"* 
mand  w*«' Vice- Admiral -Sir   George 

Warrendar.  >  HO:  was    succeeded      In 
the  followlOK  Decen^ber  by  8lt  Cecil 
Bumey.   who   held   this    portion    at 
Jutland,  dnd  who  came  to  tha  Ad- 
miralty  at   the   same   time   as   Lord 
Jellicoe.   wlrtn   the   latter's   Chief   of 
Staff,   Sir  Charles  Madden,   who  has 
served   in   the    Fl-et   throughout   the 
trar       became  i  second-in-command. 
The-  new  Chief  of  Stai^  to  Sir  David 
Beatty  was  R^4r-Admlr^,filr  Osmond 
Brock,  whini  ha*  continued  In  the  ap- 
pointment    untU     the    present    time. 
Among'  the  nuaiefous  changes  In  the 
squadron  commilnds  of  the  Fleet  may 
he   mwjtloned   those    oonse^iuent    on 
the  return  of  Vfee-Admlral  Sir  Dove- 
tpn  Sturdee  aftOr  Ws  decisive  victory 
at  the  FAlklands.  of  Sir  Michael   de 
Robeck  from  the  Dardanelles,  and  of 
BIr   Martn*   Jerram   from  the   China' 
Station,      following     the      successful 
operations  against  Klaochau. 
Graat  Increases  of  Strength 
i>owerful.  both  numerically  and  .n 
efftiotlvaness,  as  was  the  Grand  Fleet 
when   Lord  ^Jellicoe   took   over   oom- 
mdnd.    Its   strength   was   enormously 
augmented  during  the  four  years  of 
Its!  existence.     Apart   from     the    flne 
vessels  added  to  the  battleship  force 
by' purchase  at  the  beginning  of  the 
war.   two   entirely  new  squadrons  of 
(r«»t     power     joined   the   flag,     the 
Q«toen    Blisabeths   and    Royal   Sover- 
eigns, four  ships  of  the  former  type 
4nd'two  of  the  latter  being  present 
at  the  battle    of    Jutland.     The    fa«t 
■hips    of   tha   Queen    Elisabeth    class 
under     Rear-Admlral     Evan-Thomas 
played  a  prominent  and  vital  part  in 
the  action. 

At  a  later  date  those  notable  ves- 
sels, the  so-called  "hush"  battle- 
cruisers,  brought  additional  strength 
and  speed  to  the  force.  Finally — al- 
though to  their  great  disappointment 
th«  Germans  never  gave  them  an 
opi^ortunlty  of  engaging — ^the  flhe 
Battle  Squadron  sent  from  the  United 
States  under  Rrsir-Admlral  Rodman 
Joined  the  Fleet  under  Sir  David 
Bei^tty  In  1»17.  The  Commander-in- 
Chief,  In  bidding  goodbye  to  the 
squadron  last  December,  said'  that 
"the  Sixth  Battle  Squadron  was  the 
straw  which  broke  the  camel's  back." 
Certainly,  by  the  cordial  and  earnest 
cooperation  of  the  American  seamen, 
thair  squadron  became  merged  most 
ooiiipletely  and  harmoniously  in  the 
organisation    of   the    British   force. 

Among  the  shortcomings  mention- 
ed ^by  Lord  Jellicoe  in  the  Fleet  un- 
de^  hla  command  In  the  early  days 
of  •  war,     a     Ir.ck     of  '  small     craft, 
particularly  destroyers  and  fast  light 
omkiers.   was   urgent.     Thanks,    how- 
•v«nr.   to   the   unrivalled   resources   of 
tha  country,  and  the  splendid  efforts 
bot^  of  the  constructive  and   design- 
ing staffs  of  the  Admiralty  and   the 
ofllolals  and  workmen  In  the  public 
an^    private    shipyards,    these    were 
r«i|iedled  aa^the  struggle  progressed. 
In  addition  to  entirely  new  squadrons 
of  light  cruisers  and  flotillas  of  des- 
trOK*rs     and     submarines,  -  shlT>B  -  of 
notal  types,  such  as  aircraft-carriers. 
were   added.     As   Sir     David     Beatty 
^al)l  at  Liverpool.  It  Is  our  business 
to-day  to  aee  that  the  lesstons  have 
bean    taken    to    heart,   and    that    we 
alfall  not  again  be  found  In  such  % 
•tale  that  we  have  to  face  the  great- 
•at!  crisis  In  history  with  Improvised 
me/thods,     working     from     han^     to 
mouth.     It    is    certainly    unfair,    be-

Possibly  among  the  many  surprls- 
«•  of  the  war  tbcra  has  been  none 
mora  striking  tlm  that  the  asoend- 
•eoy  whioh  market  Mm  naval'effort  of 
tha  Allies  should  hay*  rested  upon  a 
Flart  based  on  an  almost  unknown 
haxtMnr  In  the  North  Sea.  Tet  this 
waa  the  case,  and  the  foundations  of 
tha  AiUad  naval  sapramaoy  were 
flrml^r  flsai  Hi  tha  force  which  ;■ 
t»-4iar  Mm  4ii»«rMd.    It  has  pror- 


ed.  indeed,  in  the  apt  phrase  of  King 
Cleorge,  the  "sure  shield"  pf  the  AV 
lied  cause  and  It  was  due  to  the 
ptotsctlon  It  afforded  to  the  squad- 
(>am  and  flotillas  engaged  In  com- 
ic'rce,  defence,  convoy  and  transport 
iities,  and  In  meeting  the  Lubroarine

sea  communications.  Although,  too. 
as  Sir  David  Beatty  said,  the  Grand 
Fleet  was  not  a  "rattling;  sabre,"  its 
wprk  was  inherently  offensive,  and 
never  more  vividly  was  the  self- 
sacriflcing  devotion  of.  oflloers  and 
men  shown  then  in  the  performance 
of  their  dangerous  duty  of  sweeping 
through  the  mine-strewn  waters  In 
all  weathers  and  seasons,  while  exert- 
tng   control   of   the    North    Sea. 

Contrary  to  preconceived  notions. 
Instead  of  tha  moral  of  the  .crews  of 
the  Grand  Fleet  suffering  froih  their 
enforced  deprivation  of  battle,  and 
the  monotony  of  the|r  months  of 
preparation  and  training,  the  spirit 
of  the .  men  was  such  that,  as  time 
went  on,  their  efficiency  as  a  flghtlng 
force  inrceased.  The  energy  of  the 
Fleet  was  manifested  for  the  great 
part  noiselessly — to  ^ch  an  extent, 
,  indeed,  that  the  people  of  this  eoun*' 
try  may  have,  to  some  extent,  mis- 
apprehended the  value  of  the  duties 
which  It  performed.  In  reality,  how- 
ever, as  must  now  be  apparent  to  all, 
it  was  the  most  vital  factor  In  secur-

NEW.  USE  FOR  SEAWEED 

ComMaed  With  Blag  It  Is  Utilised  for 
Construction   Work. 

A  London  despatch  says: — A  novel 
use  has  been  found  here  for  seaweed. 
Combined  with  crushed  slag  and 
other  heretofore  neglected  waste 
mineral  products,  it  Is  used  to  make 
a  kind  of  concrete  out  of  which  are 
being  fashioned  building  bricks  and 
blocks.  The  seaweed  acts  as  a  bind- 
ing and  strengthening  element. 

Arrangements  are  being  made  to 
put  up  a  larger  number  of  houses 
composed  entirely  of  these  blocks, 
and  it  is  predicted  that  the  material, 
owing  to  its  cheapness,  will  aid  In 
soaring  the   housing  problem. 

Not  only  the  foundations  and 
walA.  but  the  doors,  window  frames, 
and  mantelpieces  are  to  be  construct- 
ed of  the  new  concrete.  The  houses 
are  to  be  made  in  sections  and  bolt- 
ed together.  The  window  frame  i0 
a  new  idea  in  Itself.  The  glass,  in 
one  large  pane,  slips  Into  a  slot,  and 
the  edges  of  molding  are  then  turned 
over,  so  as  to  grip  it.  To  mend  a 
broken  window  will  be  a  siinple  mat- 
ter, and.  will  not  require  the  services 
of  a  gl^sler.

Legend  has  crystallised  about  Sir 
James  Matthew  Barrie  probably  to  a 
greater  degree  than  any  other  con- 
temporaneous playwright.,  says  a 
writer  in  The  New  Yor  kTlmes.  It 
has  been  a  matter  of  18  or  20  years 
since  he  last  visited  America,  and 
such  news  of  him  as  has  reached  here 
iA  the  Interim  has  been  largely  anec- 
dotal, little  stories  of  his  oddness  and 
his  gift  for  repartee.  The  somewhat 
scanty  material  here  offered  collected 
iCrom  Messrs.  J.  H.  Brewer,  Sam 
Sothern  and  Austin  Strong,  who  have 
known  him  for  varying  periods,  suf- 
fers also  from  its  anecdotal  and. 
therefore,  epliodlo  nature,  but  por- 
tions of  it  will  be  none  the  less  inter- 
esting to  Barrie  fans. 

Those  persons,  for  example,  who 
picture  Barrie  as  the  dreamer  rather 
than  the  practical  playwright  will 
have  to  revise  their  estimate  to  fit 
more  closely  the  portrait  of  Barrie  at 
rehearsals  whioh  is  .painted  by  Mr. 
Sothern.  The  latter,  ^although  long 
acquainted  with  him,  came  into  pro- 
fessional touch  With  Barrie  for  the 
flrst  time  when  "Dear  Brutus"  was 
proudccd  in  London.  (Sothern  is  now 
playing  his  original  role  in  the  Em- 
pire Theatre  production  of  the  play). 
Sothern  found  him  fully  as  practical 
a  man  of  the  theatre  as  Pinero  and 
vastly  more  willing  to  flt  his  play  to 
the  stage  during  the  rehenrsal  period. 
Pinero,  as  is  well  known,  causes  his 
manuscr.pt  to  be  prlntr.d  in  booic 
for  as  soon  as  it  is  flnlshed,  and 
there  is  not  even  the  deviation  of  a 
word  In  the  play  as  It  Is  acted.  Bar- 
rie, however,  works  with  the  actors  in 
the  evolution  of  new  bits  of  business, 
and  contributes  new  lines  and  even 
new  scenes  as  rapidly  as  does  the 
veriest  Broadwa:*  hack.  Many  of 
these  are.  added,  or  elided,  on  the 
spur  of  the  moment  at  ■  rehearsaL 
Where  a  new  scene  is  required  Bar- 
rie generally  writes  it  at  home,  but 
never  asks  to  be  given  more  than  a 
single  evening  for  the  new  ma- 
terial. 

Barrls  Is  a  constant  attendant  at 
rehearsals.  ...  In  the  case  of  "Dear 
Brutus,"  probably  becahso  of  his 
friendship  for  Gerald  du  Maurier, 
who  played  the  leading  rols  in  Lon- 
don, he  continued  to  spend  consider- 
able timti  at  the  theatre  even  after 
the  play  was  successfully  launched. 
But  he  was  In  lighter  mood  then,  as 
was  Instanced  by  his  coming  badk- 
stage  one  evening  and  announcing 
that  he  had  invented  a  missing  word 
contest  upon  which  the  company  was 
to  work.  The  prize  was  to  be  a  com- 
plete edition  of  Barrle's  works,  and 
the  sentence  which  was  to  be  com- 
pleted was  as  follows:  "I  entered  Mr. 
du  Maurler's  room  and  sat  down  on 
his ."  Each  nwmber  of  the  com- 
pany waa  permitted  thre-J  guesses, 
and  evtii-y  vavlcty  of  artlcla  from  silk 
hat  to  gie.i8e  paint  was  suggested. 
Finally  ouo  mt.mber  of  the  company 
hit  upon  ths  correct  word.  It  was 
"invitation." 

Barrie  and  du  Maurier  have  long 
been  close;  the  former,  as  a  matter 
of  fact,  has  all  but  adoy'ed  the  chil- 
dren of  du  Maurler's  j'stor,  and  looks 
after  them  constantly,  takes  ihsm 
with  him  on  Scotland  finhing  trips, 
eta.  He  lives  alone,  however,  with 
a  slnKie  pervant  In  a  flat  in  a  very 
old  houfcc  in  Adelphi  Street,  ovcrioo*- 
iiis  Mi«  Ihames.  Btewor  (Lob  In 
"tear  Brutus")  visitol  him  there  late 
In  October,  Just  befor?  anlllng  for 
.Mr.crlca  to  assist  in  staging  the  J'loy 
hero,  he  found  Sir  .Jame.?  in  a  dimin- 
utive kitchen  r  gged  up  behind  a 
screen  In  one  corner  of  the  room, 
brewing  tea  for  himself  and  his  visi- 
tor. Brewer  Dersuaded  him  with 
great  difllculty  to  talk  of  the  ploy  and 
its  American  production,  and  was 
successful  only  after  Barrie  had 
shown  him  through  bib  flat  and  ex- 
hibits his  various  treat-urcs.

One  Direct  Crlk 
That  Dickens  read  Boawell's  Life  of 
Johnson  there  la  little  doubt.  He  was 
an  omnivorous  reader  even  as  a  boy, 
and  aa. The  Christian  Science  Monitor 
0M4rvea.  "when  an  omnivorous  boy 
reader  beeomea  an  omnifarious  man 
writer  aaythinc  ta  liable  to  follow." 
ma  theory  la  that  Dfckens  waa  un- 
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conscious     of  the  fact  that     he  was 
modelling     Pickwick     upon   Johnson, 
but     this  hardlr     excuses     what  Mr. 
Thompson  calls  one  direct  "crib"  from 
BoBwell,  which  in  his  view  etrengthens 
the  main  theory.     It  is  to  be  admitted. 
Indeed,  that  Dickens  did  refer  to  the 
"uncommon,      agreeable      character" 
who    every    day    ate    "four    crumpets 
before  walking  home  to  Kensington." 
in  Boawell's  text  the  word  mufflns  is 
uaed  instead -^^  crumpets,  but  oth^- 
wise    there     Is     no    difference.      One 
might  pause  to  remark  that  If  Dickens 
did  deliberately  want  to  lift  anything 
from    Boswell    he    might   easily   have 
found  something  better  worth  lifting, 
that  there  might  well  be  two  charac- 
ters  who   refreshed    themselves   with 
crumpets  before  walking  to  Kensing- 
ton, and  that  it  would  not  have  taken 
Charles  Dickens  a  minute  to  write  an 
equally    good    sentence,    using   not   a 
word    from    the  Scottish  biographer. 
One  might  do  this  were  Jt  not  for  re- 
calling the  story  of  the  American  pub- 
lic man  who  said  to  an  over-sealous 
editor:      "Qosh!     Bill;     I  wish     you 
wouldn't  defend  me  so  much." 
Two  (3reat  Kngllslunen 
There  are,  no  doubt,  many  pointa  of 
resemblance     between  Pickwick     and 
Johnson.      Both   were   rather   portly, 
burly     mert.      They     had  a  common 
weakness  for  the   use   of  resounding 
and  dignifled  speech;    both  had  little 
dlfflculty  in  summoning  Immense  re- 
serves of  dignity  to  suppress  the  im- 
pudent or  the  flippant,  and  both  had 
great  linearis.      But  we  have  not  the 
imagination     to     picture  Dr.  Johnson 
disporting  himself  on  akatea  after  the

fashion   of    Mr.    Pickwick,   and   there 
Was  a  sort  of  kindly  credulity  about 
the  latter  that  we  nnd  distinctly  lack- 
ing In  the  lexicographer.      Moreover, 
we  never     suspect  Mr,   Pickwick     of 
being  a  bully,  althougU  It  is  to  be  ad- 
mitted    that  when     he  ordered     the 
skates  of  Mr.  Winkle  to  be  removed 
he     showed  a  Johnsonian     sternness 
and  impatience  with  pretence.      Both, 
of  course,   were      learned     men,   and 
they  had  this,  too,  in  common,  that  In 
no  clrcunistancesi    could    one    mistake 
either  of  them  for  anything  on  earth 
but  an  Englishman.      Indeed,  a  com- 
posite photograph   of  the  Jw<i  would 
give  us  the  figfcre  that  all  "the  world 
recognizes     as   John    Bull.       Or     we 
might  say  that  no  famous  Englishman 
ever  so  ..closely  approached  the  John 
Bull     as  drawn,   let  us     say.  by  Sam 
Hunter,  as   Samuel   Johnson,   and   no 
character  in  Action  la  more  like  him 
than  Samuel  Pickwick.     Some  Sams! 
The  If  amo  of  Plclcwick 
Students    of    Dickens    have    never 
doubted    that    at    least    the    name    of 
Pickwick    was    suggested    to    him    by 
that   of   a    coachowner,   the   same   in 
n-hose  chariot  Mr.  Pickwick.  Mr.  Win- 
kle and   Mr.   and   Mrs.   Dowler   made 
the  memorable  journey  to  Bath.      But 
it  may  have  had     a     more  venerable 
origin,  for  Pickwick  was  a  manor  in 
Wilts,  in  the  possession  of  the  Dean 
and  Chapter  of  Westminster,  who  not 
only   granted    a   lease   to   one   Samuel 
Weller,    but   whose    muniment     room 
was   given   up   to   the   names  of   Mr. 
Winkles,    Mr,    Wegg,    William    Sykes 
and    Mark   Coe.      It   Is   reasonable   to 
suppose    that   if    Dickens  ^ad      ever 
heard  of  thla  manor  andnhad  aeteiik 
to  Its  muniment  room  he  tl|ere  ■  -9*% 
vided  himaelf  with  not  on^.^uy-fotft 
or  Ave   names '  that  his  gehitnt '  mam 
famous.     That  few  of  his  ip,meawfre 
wholly  Invented  la  well  knowni  wfMn 
they  were  ndt  taken  from  ]i<|^rsons  liv- 
ing or  dead  they  were  generally  oflm- 
pounded  of  the  flrst  syllable  of  a  real 
name    and    the   second    syilabl^.^C  A 
real  name,  the  whole  being     an     In- 
vention "founded  on  fact,"  aa^  the  old 
Sunday   School   atorlea   used    to    pfo- 
teat.

ary than  in  the  fact  that  he  was  the 
hero  of  two  of   the   greatest     booka 
written  In  the  Engliah  tongue. 

miLLIWACK  LIKELY 

HERE  ON  SATURDAY 

The  Union  Steannsbtp  Company's 
steamer  Clillliwark  is  expected  to 
arrive  here  next  Saturday,  acordlns  ta 
•■official  information.  The  company 
atated  some  time  ago.. .that  tf  treight 
could^  be  procured  bars  the  veeael  would 
call.  She  was  in  port  some  time  ago 
taking  empty  salmon  tins  from  the  Em- 
pire Cannery  at  E^qulmalt  for  novlhem 
canneries.  The  vessel  operates  between 
Vancouver  and  Northern  British  Colum- 
bia points. 
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The  CodCerenee  representing  AlUed 
Red  Cfoee  eocleUes  under  the  pres- 
idency of  Sir  Robert  PhlUp.  haa  been 
considering  the  report  of  the  sub- 
commitue  on  tuberculosis.  There 
was  striking  unanimity  in  the  ex- 
pression M  the  opinion  that  what 
waa  needJtt  waa  a  common  acheme  of 
action  throughout  the  world  on  the 
llnea  which  had  already  been  adopted 
In  Great  Britain,  and  to  a  large  ex- 
tent In  the  United  States.  The  cen- 
tre and  pivot  of  activity  waa  the 
tuberouloels  dispensary,  and  with  this 
must  be  closely  linked  sanatoria  hos- 
pitals or  homee  for  advanced  caaea, 
open-air  schools,  and  farm  colonlea. 
The  report,  which  was  submitted 
by  Professor  Calmette  (Lille)  and 
Dr.  Farrand  (New  York)  waa  unanl- 
mbnsly  adopted.  The  report  states 
that  In  any  organised  campaign 
against  tuberculosis-  the  following 
factors  are  fundamental  and  Indla- 
pensable:— ■ 

(1)  Dispensaries  on  an  adeauate 
scale,  furnished  with  Uboratorles  and 
appropriate  equipment,  and  affording 
provision  for  early  diagnosis  by  ex- 
pert physicians,  and  with ,  especially 
trained  visiting  nurses,  who  shall 
carry  into  the  homes  of  the  patients 
the  necessary  care,  Instruction,  and 
advice.  - 

(8)  Provlsloh  for  careful  and  reg- 
ular Inspection  of  acjiool  children, 
with  a  view  to  early  detection  of 
tuberculoals. 

(3)  Hospital  treatment  on  an  ade- 
quate scale  of  acute  and  hopeless 
cases    of    tuberculosis. 

(4)  Sanatorium  facilities  for  all 
suitable   cases   of   tuberculosis. 

^5)  Popular  education  regarding 
tuberculosis,  its  causes  ^^nd  pre- 
vention, by  alt  suitable  meana  and 
agencies. 

We  regard  as  of  particular  im- 
poatance  the  care  of  children  and 
the  problems  of  housing,  nutrUi*n, 
and  alcoholism.  We  recommen^the 
institution  of  appropriate  meaaures 
to  prevent  the  transmission  of  tuber- 
piilosls  through  Infected  milk.  We 
approv«-th«-eetabllshment  ol  open- 
air  schools  for  the  accommodation  of 
children  already  Infected  by  or  sus- 
pected of  tuberculosis.  Experience 
has  shown  the  Importance  of  careful 
supefvision  of  the  tuberculosis  pa- 
tient during  the  entire  period  of  his 
ninesa.  We  therefore  urge  the  need 
for  close  cooperation  between  the 
several  Institutional  factors — dispen- 
saries, hospitals,  and  sanatoria— «nd 
the  more  extended  development  of 
Bkllled  social  service  under  medical 
direction.  We  think  attention  should 
be  drawn  to  the  grave  risk  to  which 
tuberculous  patients  are  exposed 
through  the  exploitation  of  alleged 
cures  without  scientific  guarantee. 
Farm  Colonies  for  Consumptives 
Inasmuch  as  a  problem  of  particu- 
lar difficulty  is  that  of  providing  suit- 
able occupations  for  those  cases  of 
tuberculosis  able  to  perform  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  work  under  favour- 
able conditions,  we  recommend  the 
encouragement  of  efforts  to  solve  this 
problem  by  the  establishment  of 
agricultural  colonies  and  the  organi- 
zation of  suitable  Industries  which 
should  be  Ilnk^id  wHh  dispensaries 
and  sanatoria.  •.Recognizing  that  ac- 
curate knowledge  of  the  distribution 
of  tuberculosis  Is  an  esseht&l  prelim- 
inary to  Its  control  by  public  author- 
ities under  appropriate  regulations, 
we  specially  recommend  thO'  encour- 
agement of  research  in  the  Held  of 
tuberculosis,  and  the  collection  of  in- 
formation as  to  ail  factors  bearing 
upon  the  prevalence  and  distribution 
of  the  disease. 

The  latest  British  delegates  ap- 
pointed to  the  Conference  are  Sir 
John  Lumsden,  director  In  charge  of 
the  Red  Cross  organization  In  Ire- 
land, and  Lleutenant-ColonclaE.  C. 
Hort. 

The  Conference  also  consid- 
ered the  reports  of  the  Malaria 
and  Nursing  Bub-Commltteos,  The 
malarial  gathering  has  been  a  very 
noteworthy  one,  as  probably  the  Ave 
greatest  experts  in  the  world  in  com- 
batting malaria'  have  been  present — 
Sir  Ronald  Rosa,  Profeasor  Laveran. 
of  the  Paateur  Inatltute.  Paris,  the 
discoverer  of  the  parasite  of  malaria; 
^Dr.  Marchlafava,  Rome;  Profeasor 
OolgU  President  of  the  Italian  Board 
of  Health;  and  Dr.  Bastlanelll,  Rome 
— and  \x^y^  taken  part  In  the  dla- 
cuiaien. 

The   sub-commlttce's   report   advo- 
cates  relations  throtigh   the   national 


Red  Croea  aocietiea  for  the  control 
of  the  dlaeaae,  and  recommends  that 
It  ahoald  keep  In  touch  With  the  pro- 
grestt  of  malaria  control  In  all  ooun- 
trlea,  and  amke  uae  of  the  achieve* 
menta  of  each  for  the  atimulation 
and   guidance   of   all. 

ProCeaaor  Laveran.  in  hia  apeeob. 
referred  to  the  prevalence  of  the  die- 
eaae  among  the  Allied  Armlea  in 
Macedonia.  MaUrIa  had  increaaed 
during  the  war  owing  to  the  abaenoe 
of  doctors  who  were  on  military  duty, 
and  owing  to  the  fact  that  large  bod- 
lee  of  troops  had  vialted  malarla- 
Infacted  reglona.  The  old  idea  that 
malaria  emanated  from  awampy  dla- 
trlcts  had  been  slow  to  die,  and  the 
Italian  and  French  names  for  the 
dtaeaae  lUuatrlted  thla. 

Profeaaor  Marchlafava  aald  that 
Italy  posseaaed  lawa  which  should 
bring  the  needful  results,  but  they 
failed  because  the  people  did  not  fol- 
low them,  hence  the  need  of  a  wide 
educational  campaign  In  simple  lan- 
guage. He  aald  the  Oght  agalnet 
moaqultoea  should  nearer  etop.  and  in 
winter  the  hablUt  of  female  moa- 
qultoea hibernating  ahould  be  aought 
out  In  a  campaign  againai  malaria. 
Another  matter  he  dwelt  on  waa  a 
auggeatlon,  o^eaaloned  by  war  exper- 
ience, of  transporting  farm  laborera 
In  malaria-infected  dlatrlcta  by  motor 
trucks  to  sltiop  In  healthy  districts. 
He  remarked  that  a  distance  of  from 
600  yards  to  half  a  mile  waa  fre- 
quently auffloient  protection,  aa  mos- 
quitoes did  not  aa  a  rule  fly  more 
than   this  distance. 

War  Bxpeiience 

Professor  Caatellanl  aald  medical 
men  were  divided  Into  two  campa— 
those  who  believed  In  quinine  prim- 
arily, and  those  who  believed  In  antl- 
mosqulto  measures.  He  quoted  his 
experience  in  the  volcanic  Adriatic 
Bone  during  the  war  in  1916.  There 
were  four  camps  In  the  district.  In 
the  first  camp  -  no  antl-matarlal 
measures  were  carried  out — result, 
100  per  cent,  of  the  occupants  were 
affected  by  the  disease.  In  the  sec- 
ond camp  quinine  only  wae  «mployed 
— result,  46  per  cent,  of  officers  and 
men  were  affected;  In  the  third 
camp,  only  antl-mosqulto  methods 
were  employed  and  only  6  per  cent, 
of  the  men  and  3  per  cent,  of  the 
officers  contracted  the  malady. 

Professor  BaatUnelU  paid  a  tribute 
to  the  work  of  Sir  Ronald  Roaa  and 
hia  British  aseoclatea. 

The  Nursing  Sub-Committee,  under 
the  chairmanship  of  Miss  Julia  Stira- 
son.  Director  of  the  Nursing  Service, 
A.B.F.,  and   on    which    the    BrlAsh 
delegates   are    Mlas   Lloyd    Still.    Ma- 
tron  of  St.   Thomas's  Hospital,  Lon- 
don,  and   Miss  Gill,   Matron   of   the 
Royal  Infirmary,  Edinburgh,  present- 
ed Its  report.     It  considers  that  joint 
Red  Cross  organization  has  enormous 
poaalblUtles  *in   connection  with  the  or- 
ganizing of  voluntary  women  workers 
in   the   world   health   campaign,   and 
auggeata  the   formation  as  a  branch 
of  the  Central  Red  Cross  of  a  special 
nursing   department,   which   will   act 
as  a  clearing  house  for  the  latest  In- 
formation on  nursing  problems  from 
all   countries. 

Dr,  Welch,  Director  of  the  School 
of  Hygiene,  Johns  Hopkins  Univer- 
sity (Baltimore,)  said  that  If  a  world 
health  campaign  was  to  be  successful 
it  wonld  only  be  by  the  fullest  co- 
operation  of  women.

Piying.  In  and  out  of  the  harbor  of 
Vancouver,  in  tow  of  a  coast  tuy, 
sometimea  berthed  at  the  Whalen 
Pult>  and  Paper  Mills,  other  times  in 
Tacoma,  and  sometlmea  in  Vancou- 
ver, is  a  barge.  Btlll  the  princess  of 
her  fleet,  but  at  one  time  the  prin- 
cesg  of  the  northern  Pacific  coast 
fleet.  This  is  the  barve  Prhioess 
Louise. 

With  a  hull  of  white  seasoned  oak 
this  princess,  then  the  Olympia,  was 
launched  in  1870  by  John  Bnsliah 
and  Sons  of  New  York  for  Oeorge 
Wright  and  D;  B.  Finch  and  arrived 
on  the  Pacific  in  November  of  the 
same  year.  She  was  brig  rigged  and 
Bide  wheeler,  180  feet  long  and 
stretched  out  to  a  30-fbot  beam.  She 
ran  on  the  Olympic-Victoria  ftin  until 
the  fail  of  1871,  when  she  went  back 
to  San  Francisco  still  flying  the  U.  S. 
flag.  In  1872  she  made  a  haxardous 
trip  to  Honolulu,  returning  to  Call* 
fornia  late  in  the  year,  wher^  she  did 
little  for  six  years,  but  ci^me  north 
again  in  1878.  She  then  went  on  the 
Puget  Sound-Victoria  run  and  made 
several  trips  to  Alaska. 

In  November,  1.878,  Hhe  was  8old 
to  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  and 
after  being  overhauled  was  giyen 
British  registry  and  British  flag,  and 
In  May  of  the  following  year,  after  a 
trip  to  Wrangcl,  she  divested  herself 
of  the  name  Olympia  and  became  the 
Princess  Louise  from  the  Port  of 
London.  She  operated  as  a  Hudson's 
Bay  boat  until  the  C.  P.  N.  Co.  ab- 
sorbed the  steamboat  properties  Qf 
that  company  in- 1885. 

From  Vancouver  Island  to  the  city 
of  Vancouver  and  up  the  Fraser 
Riyei:  Ahe  oli^jMcwheeler  was,  a 
familiar  sight  until  the  screw  boats 
finally  ran  her  off  the  gulf  service, 
and  the  stern-wheeicrB  fed  the  scriew 
steamers  from  the  Fra«er  River. 
Then  Captain  Biasett  purchased  her 
from  the  C.  P.  R.  and  converted  her 
into  a  barge. 

Realizing  the  value  of  such  a  car- 
rier, the  Britannia  Mining  and  Smelt" 
ing  Company  took  the  big  barge  over 
and  operated  her  for  a  time  in  con- 
nection with  their  plant.  In  Noveifi- 
ber,  1917,  the  Whalen  Pulp  and 
Paper  Comapny  bought  her  from  the 
Britannia  Company,  and  tt^ay  the 
staunch  old  hull  rides  proudly  along 
under  the  guidance  of  one  of  the 
company's  tugs  and  is  always  entrust- 
ed with  the  most  important  cargoes 
sent  out  by  the  pan^r  mills.

One  of  N.  Y.  K.  Leviathans  Will 
Probably  Be  Constructed  in 
Britain— Japanese  Will  Use 
This  as  Model. 


The  flrst  of  the  30,000-ton  vessels 
to  be  built  by  the  Nippon  Yusen 
Kaisha  will  Ukely  be  constructed  in 
England,  the  i^maining  two  being 
laid  down  Sn  Japan,  using  the  flrst 
boat  as  a  model.  In  this  way  the 
Orient  will  take  advantage  of  Eng- 
land's shipbuilding  experience.  The 
big  craft  will  be  used  on  the  Ameri- 
can run. 

Two  or  threflOpiuwenger  boats  of 
about  8,000  tons  each  are  also  to  be 
built,  and  will  be  us^  for  the 
Shanghai  service.  They  wilt  have  a 
speed  of  about  20  knots,  and  their 
services  are  destined  to  shorten  the 
distance  between  Japan  and  China. 

It  is  further  proposed  to  build  two 
vessels  of  the  Buwa  Maru  type  to  be 
used  on  the  European  run. 

The  whole  programme  is  to  bo 
completed  within  the  next  three 
years.

RUN  TO  SIBERIA 

The  Takashtma  Shokal.  of  Edoborl. 
Nlshi-ku,'  Osaka,  contemplates  open- 
ini^  a  shipping  service  between  Tsur- 
uga,  Japan,  and  Vladivostok  with 
motor  boats  of  not  more  than  five 
tons,  and  has  applied  to  the  Tsuruga 
police  for  permission.

That  the  Government  intends  to 
operate  its  steamships  across  the 
PaclAo  to  connect  with  the  Grand 
Trunk  and  C.  N.  R.  railways,  which 
will  lt>o  Government  operated,  was 
the  sUtement  made  by  Hon.  Dr. 
Held,  Minister  of  Railways  and 
Canals,'  when  Interviewed  by  Mayor 
McClymont  and  Mr.  J.  G.  Bcott,  of 
Prince  Rupert,  a  short  time  ago. 

These  two  men  went  to  Uttuwa  for 
the  purpose  of  getting  a  steamship 
line,  for  the  Northern  port,  in  the 
Capital  they  Joined  Mr.  Newman 
Brb,  New  York  flnancier.  who  Is 
backing  the  shipbuilding  concern  at 
Rupert. 

After  introdtJcing  the  mattei^of  a 
steamship  line  to  Dr.  Held,  the  dele- 
gation sUted  tha  Mr.  ISrb  was  willing 
to  purchase  or  lease  a  number  of 
ships  for  the  Rupert  service.  Mr. 
Krb  theii,  outlined  what  he  was  wil- 
ling to  <lo,  saying  that  if  he  had  a 
line  Just  now  he  could  guarantee  car- 
goes both  ways  for  the  next  etlx 
months,  calling  at  Vladivohlolj.  Yoko- 
hama, Hongkong  and  Manila. 
WUi  Operate  O.  T.  I*. 

In  reply  Dr.  Ucid  said  that  the 
Government  would  neither  sell  nor 
lease  ships,  but  that  they  would  be 
put  in  operation  to  run  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  National  Railways,  the 
Minister  stating  that  the  Ooverninent 
will  take  over  the  O.  T.  P.,  and  this 
infornvttton  was  verified  by  mcmber.s 
of  the  House  as  well  as  G.  T.  P.  rep- 
resentatives who  are  at  present  ia 
Ottawa. 

The  point  was  ralued  whether  the 
Government  could  got  the  same  effi- 
cient service  for  the  solLclUng  oC 
freight  at  Oriental  port.s  for  their 
ships  as  prlvato  companies,  espcclall.v 
competitors  such  as  the  C.  P.  It.  and 
Japanese.  To  this  the  Minister  re- 
plied that  the  Government  had  ar- 
ranged with  both  the  White  Star  and 
the  Cunard  Steamship  companies  to 
run  on  the  Atlantic  in  conjunction 
with  the  National  Railways  and  that 
the  Gorverninent  lines  would  have  tho 
benefit  of  the  organisation  of  thene 
companies  for  acquiring  freight  fur 
the  Pacific  route.  . 

Free  From   Politics 

On  inquiring  what  method  the  Gov- 
ernment proposed  to  handle  the  Na- 
tional Railways,  which  will  be  com- 
posed of  the  C.  N.  It.  and  G.  T.  P., 
tho  Minister  replied  that  a  company 
would  be  formed  and  an  executive 
appointed  to  handle  all  tho  lines,  tho 
wish  being  to  free  this  from  all  poli- 
tics and  a  two-thirds  maJoNty  of  tho 
House  would  be  required  before  Uny 
member  of  the  executive  could  bo 
dismissed. 

In  the  fornilng  of  this  board  the 
delegation  prcsfSfd  for  a  G.  T.  V.  r«p- 
rcaentattvc,  as  at  present  Mr.  Hanna, 
late  of  the  C.  N. '  R.,  is  chairman  of 
the  National  Railways  and  as  ihe 
OOTernment*  wlH  haw*  two  4^aGiflR 
terminals  there  might!  be  a  danger  of 
bias  towards  the  Southern  terminus, 
to  show  Justification  for  the  con- 
struction  of   the   C.    N.    R. 

Rupert  Need  Not  Frar 

Dr.  Reld  replied  that  while  he  was 
Minister  of  Railways,  Prince  Rupert 
need  not  fear  the  diverting  ot  trade 
that  was  hers  owing  to  merit. 

The  next  point  raised,  was  It  the 
intention  of  the  Government  to  run 
a  line  of  shtps  from  the  Atlantic  to 
Oriental  ports,  as  reported  In  the 
press?  The  Minister  said  this  was 
not  the  case,  but  that  a  tine  would 
be  operated  from  Montreal  and  Hall- 
fax  to  Canadian  Po^lflc  ports  via 
Panama  and'  would  ne  a  purely  Can- 
adian coastal  service  from  Atlantic  to 
Pacific.  This  service  would  handio 
steel  pliiteg  and  lumber,  as  the  rail 
freight  was  too  high  on  these  goods. 

He  said  the  Government  had  con- 
tracted for  60,000  tons  of  steel  plates 
for  five  years  with  the  Dominion 
Steel  Compafty,  and  as  th*  war  wai 
over  would  be  glad  to  get  rid  of  thIa 
and  suggested  to  Mr.  Erb  the  ship* 
ping  of  Boiiie  of  this  steel  to  Prince 
Rupert  for  further  shipbuilding  on  a 
percenUge  basis.%nd  to  this  Mr.  Erb 
stated  that  his  pre^nl  twntragt  would 
be  through  in'  about  It  months  and 
that  he  would  be  pleased  to  enter  lnt<^ 
further  negotiations  with  a  view  td 
getting  further  contracts. 

In  closing  the  Minister  ststed  that 
he  would  be  in  Prince  Rupert  this 
Summer  to  go  over  the  ground  and 
see  the  situation  for  himself.
